Since  the  Selectmen  are  responsible  for  the  compila¬ 
tion  and  publication  of  the  Town  Report  their  own  report 
herewith  is  in  part  introductory. 

Many  of  the  functions  which  historically  and  tradi¬ 
tionally  rested  with  the  Selectmen  now  rest  with  other 
departments  whose  reports  are  found  on  later  pages.  With 
reference  to  those  functions  the  Selectmen  now  serve 
only  as  a  clearing  house.  They  have,  however,  during 
the  past  year  maintained  the  necessary  cordial  relation¬ 
ships  with  other  Boards  and  Officers.  This  liaison  and 
routing  of  Municipal  problems  to  the  proper  Board  for 
decision  is  a  most  important  part  of  the  remaining 
functions  of  the  Selectmen  and  can  always  be  observed 
during  the  meetings  of  the  Board. 

Several  unusual  developments  of  the  past  year  are 
worthy  of  note : 

As  a  Pensioning  Board  on  Non  Contributory  pensions 
which  do  not  fall  under  the  Retirement  Board  it  has  been 
an  unusally  active  year.  The  problems  involved  in  such 
pensions  have  been  aggravated  and  the  cost  to  the  Town 
will  be  increased  by  the  increasing  liberalization  of 
various  pension  plans  including  “Veterans’  Pensions”  and 
the  effect  of  the  so-called  “Heart  Act”  which  raises  a 
presumption  that  the  heart  condition  was  incurred  in  line 
of  duty  under  certain  circumstances.  During  the  last 
year  we  have  pensioned  one  Fire  Lieutenant,  one  Police 
Lieutenant,  one  employee  of  the  Electric  Light  Depart¬ 
ment  and  two  employees  of  the  Highway  Department 
under  special  vote  of  Town  Meeting.  These  are  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  those  retired  in  regular  course  on  Contributory 
Pensions. 

The  Selectmen  disclaim  all  responsibility  for  the 
severe  blizzards  of  last  March  but  merely  call  attention 
to  the  fact  that  they  did  impose  a  severe  drain  on  High¬ 
way  Department  funds  for  snow  removal  and  so  far  as 
records  show  caused  the  first  adjournment  of  our  Annual 
Town  Meeting  in  three  hundred  years,  due  to  weather. 


One  of  the  significant  changes  in  Town  during  the 
past  year  was  the  Certification  to  the  Board  at  approxi¬ 
mately  the  last  of  the  year  of  the  1955  Census.  While 
we  have  been  aware  of  the  continued  growth  of  the  Town, 
this  Census  resulted  in  the  classification  of  the  Town  in 
the  group  of  Municipalities  over  25,000  population,  the 
exact  figure  being  26,698.  This,  not  only,  affected  certain 
Licensing  functions  but  put  the  Town  in  a  higher  bracket 
in  certain  Town  and  State  relationships. 

Much  time  has  been  devoted  to  preliminary  work 
including  promotion  and  negatiation  of  details  with  refer¬ 
ence  to  three  anticipated  developments  in  the  near  future : 

First  the  expected  advent  of  the  “Southeast  Express¬ 
way”  that  is  expected  to  pass  throuh  the  center  of  Town 
alongside  the  Railroad  until  it  swings  across  the  Meadow 
to  the  Traffic  Interchange  at  Union  Street.  Construction 
of  that  route  should  start  within  the  current  year  but  we 
have  already  seen  the  work,  at  State  expense,  on  Middle 
Street  which  was  advanced  ahead  of  its  original  schedule 
to  eliminate  a  bad  bridge  condition  and  provide  an  ultimate 
route  when  River  Street  is  cut  off  by  the  new  Highway 
development. 

We  have  considered  and  assisted  in  several  details 
in  an  effort  to  cooperate  on  the  proposed  location  of  a 
“Shopping  Center”  off  of  Granite  Street  near  its  junction 
with  the  new  Route  128. 

Perhaps,  however,  one  of  the  most  significant  items 
in  Municipal  developments  have  been  negotiations, 
originally  undertaken  by  the  Planning  Board,  in  which 
many  Town  Officials,  including  the  Selectmen,  have  parti¬ 
cipated  which  have  resulted  in  arrangements  authorized 
by  a  Special  Town  Meeting  in  December  for  the  location 
in  the  South  end  of  Town  of  a  large  new  industry  by  the 
“Walworth  Manufactuaing  Company.”  That  project  now 
has  been  fully  authorized  including  necessary  Special 
Legislation.  Construction  should  start  on  the  site  sometime 
this  spring. 

Your  Chairman,  who  has  served  on  the  Board  during 
the  last  six  years,  has  not  sought  re-election  leaves  the 
Board  with  thanks  to  its  Members,  other  Town  Officials 
and  Citizens  who  have  made  the  task  interesting  during 
his  two  terms.  The  remaining  two  members  of  the  Board 
WELCOME  the  new  member — (identity  unknown  at  the 
time  this  is  written).

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made  an 
audit  of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Braintree 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  December  31,  1955,  and  submit 
the  following  report  thereon: 

The  financial  transactions,  as  recorded  on  the  books 
of  the  several  departments  receiving  or  disbursing  money 
for  the  town  or  committing  bills  for  collection,  were 
examined  and  checked  for  the  period  of  the  audit. 

The  books  and  accounts  in  the  office  of  the  town 
accountant  were  examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The 
general  and  appropriation  ledger  accounts  were  analyzed 
and  proved,  the  receipts  and  payments  as  recorded  were 
checked  with  the  town  treasurer’s  books,  the  appropria¬ 
tions  and  loan  authorizations  were  compared  with  the 
town  clerk’s  records  of  town  meetings,  and  the  transfers 
from  the  reserve  fund  were  verified  with  the  amounts 
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authorized  by  the  finance  committee.  A  trial  balance 
was  taken  off,  and  a  balance  sheet,  which  is  appended 
to  this  report  was  prepared  showing  the  financial  con¬ 
dition  of  the  town  on  December  31,  1955. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were 
examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  recorded  receipts 
were  analyzed  and  compared  with  the  records  in  the 
several  departments  in  which  money  was  collected  for 
the  town,  with  other  sources  from  which  money  was  paid 
into  the  town  treasury,  and  with  the  town  accountant's 
books.  The  recorded  payments  were  checked  with  the 
Selectmen's  warrahts  authorizing  the  disbursement  of 
town  funds  and  with  the  town  accountant's  records.  The 
cash  book  footings  were  verified,  and  the  cash  balance  on 
March  8,  1956  was  proved  by  actual  count  of  the  cash 
in  the  office,  by  inspection  of  the  savings  bank  books, 
and  by  reconciliation  of  the  bank  balances  with  statements 
furnished  by  the  banks  of  deposit. 

The  recorded  payments  on  account  of  maturing  debt 
and  interest  were  checked  with  the  amounts  falling  due 
and  with  the  cancelled  securities  and  coupons  on  file. 
The  outstanding  coupons  on  March  8,  1956  were  listed 
and  reconciled  with  the  balance  in  the  bond  and  coupon 
account  as  shown  by  a  statement  furnished  by  the  bank 
of  deposit. 

The  records  of  employees’  payroll  deductions  on 
account  of  Federal  taxes,  bond  purchases,  and  union  dues 
were  examined  and  checked.  The  deductions  were  added 
and  the  payments  to  the  proper  agencies  were  verified. 

The  savings  bank  books  and  securities  representing 
the  investments  of  the  trust  and  investment  funds  in 
custody  of  the  town  treasurer  were  examined  and  listed, 
the  income  was  proved,  and  all  transactions  were  verified 
by  comparison  with  the  treasurer’s  and  the  accountant's 
books. 

The  savings  bank  books  and  securities  representing 
the  investments  of  the  contributory  retirement  funds  were 
examined  and  listed.  The  recorded  receipts  and  disburse¬ 
ments  were  checked  with  the  records  of  the  retirement 
board,  the  income  was  proved,  and  the  cash  balance  on 
March  8,  1956  was  verified. 

The  savings  bank  books  and  securities  representing 
the  investment  of  the  funds  in  custody  of  the  trustees 
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were  examined  and  listed,  the  income  being  proved  and 
the  payments  being  verified.  The  cash  balance  on  March 
8,  1956  was  proved  by  reconciliation  of  the  bank  balance 
with  a  statement  furnished  by  the  bank  of  deposit. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  held  by 
the  town  were  examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The 
amounts  transferred  to  the  tax  title  account  were  com¬ 
pared  with  the  collector’s  books,  and  the  recorded  re¬ 
demptions  and  sales  were  checked  with  the  treasurer’s 
cash  book.  The  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  on  hand 
March  8,  1956  were  listed,  reconciled  with  the  town  ac¬ 
countant’s  ledger,  and  checked  with  the  records  at  the 
Registry  of  Deeds. 

The  records  of  receipts  for  parking  meter  fees  were 
examined,  the  recorded  collections  being  added  and 
checked  with  the  treasurer’s  recorded  receipts. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were 
examined  and  checked.  The  taxes,  motor  vehicle  and 
trailer  excise,  and  assessments  outstanding  according  to 
the  previous  audit,  as  well  as  all  subsequent  commitments, 
were  audited  and  proved  with  the  assessors’  warrants 
issued  for  their  collection.  The  recorded  payments  to  the 
treasurer  were  verified ;  the  recorded  abatements  were 
checked  with  the  assessors  records;  the  transfers  to  the 
tax  title  account  were  proved  with  the  records  of  tax 
titles  held  by  the  town ;  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were 
listed  and  proved  with  the  ledger  controlling  accounts. 
The  tax  collector’s  cash  balance  on  March  8,  1956  was 
proved  by  actual  count  of  the  cash  in  the  office  and  by 
reconciliation  of  the  bank  balance  with  a  statement  fur¬ 
nished  by  the  bank  of  deposit. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  electric  light  depart¬ 
ment  were  examined  and  checked.  The  collections,  as 
recorded,  were  compared  with  the  receipts  as  entered  in 
the  treasurer’s  cash  book,  the  abatements  were  verified, 
and  a  list  of  the  outstanding  accounts  was  drawn  off  from 
the  consumers’  ledger,  and  reconciled  with  the  depart¬ 
mental  controlling  accounts  and  with  the  town  account¬ 
ant’s  ledger. 

The  records  of  guarantee  deposits  for  electric  light 
service  were  examined.  The  refunds  and  interest  were 
verified,  and  the  deposits  on  hand  were  listed  and  recon¬ 
ciled  with  the  cash  in  the  office  and  on  deposit  in  the  bank. 
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The  books  and  accounts  of  the  water  department  were 
examined  and  checked.  The  charges  were  proved;  the 
collections,  as  recorded  in  the  water  department  cash 
book,  were  compared  with  the  payments  to  the  treasurer; 
the  abatements  were  checked;  the  liens  added  to  taxes 
were  verified;  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and 
proved  with  the  town  accountant’s  ledger;  and  the  cash 
on  hand  March  8,  1956  was  proved  by  actual  count  of 
the  cash  in  the  office. 

The  records  of  departmental  accounts  receivable 
committed  for  collection  were  examined  and  checked. 
The  commitments  were  proved;  the  payments  to  the 
treasurer  were  compared  with  the  treasurer’s  cash  book; 
the  abatements  were  checked  with  the  records  in  the  de¬ 
partments  authorized  to  grant  such  credits;  and  the  out¬ 
standing  accounts  were  listed  and  proved. 

Verification  of  the  outstanding  tax,  excise,  assessment, 
departmental,  electric  light,  and  water  accounts  was  made 
by  mailing  notices  to  a  number  of  persons  whose  names 
appeared  on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  town,  the 
replies  received  thereto  indicating  that  the  accounts,  as 
listed,  are  correct. 

The  records  of  deferred  betterment  assessments  were 
examined,  the  payments  in  advance  were  checked  with 
the  treasurer’s  recorded  receipts,  the  amounts  added  to 
taxes  were  verified,  and  the  apportionments  due  in  future 
years  were  listed  and  proved  with  the  town  accountant’s 
ledger. 

The  financial  records  of  the  town  clerk  were  exam¬ 
ined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  records  of  dog  licenses 
issued  on  behalf  of  the  county  and  of  sporting  licenses 
issued  for  the  State  were  examined  and  checked  with  the 
duplicates  and  stubs  on  file.  The  payments  to  the  town 
treasurer  were  checked  with  the  treasurer’s  cash  book, 
and  the  paments  to  the  State  were  compared  with  the 
receipts  on  file. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  several  town  officials  re¬ 
quired  by  law  to  furnish  them  for  the  faithful  perform¬ 
ance  of  their  duties  were  examined  and  found  to  be  in 
proper  form. 

The  records  of  licenses  and  permits  issued  by  the 
Eoard  of  Selectmen  and  the  Building  Inspector,  as  well 
as  by  the  police  and  health  departments,  were  examined 
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and  checked,  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  and  the  cash 
on  hand  being  verified. 

The  records  of  the  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures 
and  of  the  Public  Welfare,  Veterans’  Services,  and  School 
Departments,  as  well  as  of  all  other  departments  collecting 
money  for  the  town  or  committing  bills  for  collection, 
wrere  examined  and  checked. 

There  are  appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the 
balance  sheet,  tables  showing  reconciliations  of  the  several 
cash  accounts,  summaries  of  the  tax,  excise,  assessment, 
tax  title,  tax  possession,  departmental,  electric  light,  and 
wrater  accounts,  as  well  as  schedules  showing  the  condition 
and  transactions  of  the  trust,  investment,  and  retirement 
funds. 

While  engaged  in  making  the  audit  cooperation  was 
received  from  all  town  officials,  for  which,  on  behalf  of 
my  assistants  and  for  myself,  I  wish  to  express  apprecia¬ 
tion.

Mr.  Belcher  of  the  Personnel  Board  submitted 
the  following  report: 

Report  on  Salaries  of  Elected  Officials 

At  last  year's  annual  town  meeting  the  Personnel  Board  was  asked 
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to  review  the  salaries  of  our  elected  officials.  This  has  been  an  in¬ 
teresting,  and  yet  difficult,  task. 

Our  aipproach  to  this  task  was  fundamentally  the  same  as  that 
used  for  other  town  positions.  We  attempted  to  establish  the  inherent 
worth  of  each  position  and  the  amount  of  time  required  for  its  per¬ 
formance.  This  information  was  secured  by  interviews  with  most  of  the 
boards  or  individuals  who  serve  as  elected  officials,  all  of  whom  co¬ 
operated  most  pleasantly. 

We  found  that  all  positions  fell  into  one  of  three  general  groups. 
In  the  first  group  acre  those  officials  who  fill  what  might  be  called} 
working  jobs.  That  is,  the  position  provides  full  or  partial  livelihood 
for  the  incumbent.  In  this  group  are  the  treasurer,  the  tax  collector, 
the  town  clerk,  and  the  tree  warden. 

No  effort  was  made  to  study  the  work  of  the  treasurer,  the  tax 
collector,  or  the  town  clerk.  These  positions  were  studied  in  1954.  No 
fundamental  changes  in  job  content  have  occurred  since  and  wages! 
have  remained  steady.  Secondly  new  people  have  entered  some  of 
these  positions.  It  would  seem  wise  to  plan  a  study  of  these  three 
positions  about  1957. 

Our  study  of  the  tree  warden  indicated  that  his  current  rate  of 
pay  was  proper,  and  no  change  is  recommended. 

In  the  second  group  are  various  Boards  and  individuals  whose 
compensations  are  strictly  nominal,  or  token,  payments.  In  this  group 
are  the  Sewer  Commissioners,  Water  Commissioners,  Light  Board, 
Board  of  Health.  Board  of  Welfare,  and  the  Moderator.  Except  for 
the  Moderator  each  of  these  Boards  has  a  department  head — a  super¬ 
intendent  or  a  manager — upon  whom  they  can  lean  quite  heavily.  And 
for  them  no  change  is  recommended. 

We  find,  however,  that  in  proportion  to  the  time  he  devotes  to 
his  position  the  moderator  is  our  most  important  elected  official.  By 
his  handling  of  town  meetings  he  can  make  or  break  any  measuro 
coming  before  this  group.  His  sharpness,  or  lack  of  it,  can  affect  the 
legality  of  borrowings.  His  appointments  seriously  affect  the  outcome 
of  the  work  of  committees  from  permanent  ones  like  the  Finance 
Committee  to  temporary  ones  on  such  subjects  as  centralized  purchasing. 
Although  it  is  not  a  requirement  that  he  be  a  lawyer,  a  good  knowledge 
of  municipal  law  is  essential.  He  must  be  thoroughly  grounded  in 
parliamentary  procedure,  he  must  have  an  unusual  personality,  and 
he  orobably  should  avoid  dabbling  in  local  politics.  We  believe  our 
Moderator  should  receive  an  increase  to  $100  per  year,  still  a  nominal 
figure,  everything  considered.  We  so  recommend. 

The  third  group  comprises  the  Board  of  Assessors  and  the  Board 
of  Selectmen.  This  group  differs  from  group  two  in  three  respects. 
One — the  demands  on  their  time  are  quite  a  bit  larger.  Two — a  sub¬ 
stantial  portion  of  their  work  is  during  daylight,  or  working  hours. 
And  three — they  have  no  single  department  head  upon  whom  they  can 
lean. 

Last  fall  we  attended  a  meeting  with  representatives  of  the  Board 
of  Assessors  and  the  Finance  Committee.  In  the  light  of  that  meeting 
we  feel  no  changes  in  compensation  should  be  made  at  this  time. 

In  the  case  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  we  believe  that  the  tre- 
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mendous  time  they  must  spend  on  their  johs  plus  the  responsibilities 
of  their  positions  justify  an  increase  of  $100  each.  And  we  so  recom-i 
mend. 

In  summary  the  proposed  rates  for  nominal  compensation  for  all 
these  positions  are  just  that.  In  no  case  are  these  people  receiving 
compensation  in  relation  to  their  work.  We  recommend  two  changes: 

Moderator — $100  per  year 

Selectmen- — $800  per  year  each.

Report  of  Committee  on  Improved  Method  of  Betterment  Assessments 

This  Committee,  appointed  pursuant  to  a  Resolution  adopted  by  the 
1954  Annual  Meeting,  has  met  and  studied  the  applicable  laws  on 
betterment  assessments  as  well  as  methods  practiced  in  the  past  in 
assessing  such  betterments.  Since  the  Statutes  prescribe  the  right  of 
the  t  own  to  assess,  as  well  as  the  general  manner  of  doing  so,  it  is 
unnecessary  to  give  detailed  consideration  to  the  law  except  for  the 
purpose  of  ascertaining  that  any  practical  suggestions  are  consistent 
with  the  law. 

When  the  Town  has  in  the  past  voted  an  appropriation  for  an  im¬ 
provement  on  streets  or  sidewalks  they  have  generally  indicated  that 
betterments  should  be  assessed  to  50%  or  66^4%  of  the  cost.  It  would 
be  assumed,  therefore,  that  the  Town  should  ultimately  get  a  return 
of  that  fraction  of  the  total  cost.  An  examination  of  current  practice, 
however,  indicates  that  that  has  frequently  not  been  he  case.  There 
seems  to  be  at  least  three  primary  reasons  why  the  full  percentage 
has  not  in  fact  been  collectible. 

It  has  been  the  practice  to  determine  the  total  length  from  one 
end  to  the  other  of  the  improvement  and  then  divide  that  length  into 
an  estimated  cost  per  foot  and  applying  the  betterment  percentage  to 
obtain  a  rate  per  remaining  foot  of  assessment.  Losses  in  collection 
occur  when  within  that  total  length  we  find  certain  types  of  property 
where  the  assessment  cannot  be  collected.  The  most  frequent  of  these 
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is  when  the  improvement  is  interrupted  by  a  cross  street  which,  of 
course,  shows  no  return  in  assessment.  In  other  cases,  particularly 
on  sidewalk  assessments,  we  find  individual  lots  where  the  owners  have 
already  constructed,  at  private  expense,  an  adequate  sidewalk  and 
therefore  cannot  be  assessed  for  an  improvement  which  is  unnecessary 
in  that  location.  Occasionally  there  are  Town  owned  lots  by  reason 
of  tax  lien  foreclosure  which,  of  course,  cannot  at  that  point  pay  an 
assessment  to  the  Town.  In  cases,  particularly  of  street  assessments, 
there  is  always  a  problem  of  assessment  on  a  corner  lot  which  already 
has  the  benefit  of  a  public  way  on  another  side  of  the  lot  so  that  it 
does  not  derive  any  substantial  benefit  from  the  construction  of  a  new 
street  on  the  second  side  of  the  lot. 

Your  Committee  feels  that  the  losses  accruing  from  these  causes 
can  be  eliminated  by  a  more  careful  analysis  of  the  area  to  be  benefited 
in  advance  of  the  filing  of  the  lien  estimated  against  the  properties. 
That  is,  instead  of  dividing  the  estimated  cost  by  the  total  length  it 
should  be  divided  only  by  the  length  of  the  (segments  in  which  the 
actual  construction  occurs.  Then  the  assessable  percentage  should 
produce  a  return  reasonably  expected  by  the  Town  if  due  allowance 
is  made  for  the  corner  lots  which  should  not  normally  be  assessed  on 
street  construction.  With  reference  to  Town  owned  lots  fronting  on 
streets  or  sidewalks  on  which  assessments  are  to  be  levied  they  should 
undoubtedly  bear  their  share  of  the  cost  since  they  received  the  same 
benefit  or  enhancement  or  value  which  is  coming  to  other  lots  fronting 
on  the  improvement.  But,  if  that  value  is  enhanced,  they  should  not 
later  be  sold  at  a  price  which  does  not  reflect  the  benefit.  To  avoid 
this  possibility  the  Department  assessing  the  benefit  against  the  Town 
owned  lot  should  make  certain  that  our  records  or  tax  title  possessions 
bear  a  notation  so  that  the  Selectmen  in  determining  the  price  at 
which  the  lot  may  be  sold  shall  give  consideration  to  the  fact  that  it 
has  been  benefited  by  the  improvement. 

In  order  to  accomplish  the  purposes  set  forth  in  this  report  your 
Committee  moves  that  the  report  be  adapted,  and  that  a  copy  thereof 
should  be  filed  with  the  Selectmen  for  their  guidance  on  future  better¬ 
ment  projects.

E.  Curtiss  Mower,  Moderator,  appointed  the  following  committee: 
John  J.  Canavan,  Chairman,  Fred  J.  Klay,  Donald  J.  Laing,  Georg© 
W.  Lunn,  Ramon  A.  Nagle. 

The  committee  has  reviewed  the  Braintree  Electric  Light  Depart¬ 
ment  rates  on  a  comparative  basis,  with  particular  reference  to  com¬ 
munities  of  like  size,  or  communities  operating  town-owned  plants.  The 
committee  also  has  compared  the  policies  followed  by  the  Braintree 
Electric  Light  Department  regarding  refunds  to  reduce  the  tax  levy 
with  those  of  other  towns. 

Your  committee  also  has  given  consideration  to  the  educational 
activity  carried  on  by  the  Braintree  Electric  Light  Department  to  in¬ 
form  town  meeting  members  and  property  owners  regarding  compara¬ 
tive  costs  of  electricity  and  the  savings  to  the  Town  of  Braintree,  and 
its  citizens,  in  operating  its  town-owned  plant. 

Tentative  conclusions  reached  by  your  committee  on  these  matters 
indicate  that  the  Electric  Light  Department  should  take  steps  to: 

(1)  make  available  directly  to  town  meeting  members  more  informa¬ 
tion  regarding  comparative  rates  and  other  values  of  our  town-owned 
plant  to  the  Town  of  Braintree  and  its  citizens. 

(2)  voluntarily  give  to  the  annual  town  meeting  a  regular  and  full 
disclosure  of  expansion  plans,  costs  and  financing  needs. 

(3)  voluntarily  seek  at  each  annual  town  meeting  a  discussion  of 
the  reasons  for  and  against  a  payment  to  the  town  in  lieu  of  taxes 
with  full  reference  to  expansion  plans  and  unusual  expenses,  such  as 
hurricane  costs. 

Two  surveys  were  purchased  by  the  Electric  Light  Department 
from  Charles  T.  Main,  Inc.,  and  Gilbert  Associates.  Your  committee 
feels  that  it  would  be  helpful,  in  its  study,  to  have  an  opportunity  to 
discuss  adequately  these  reports  and  recommendations  with  the  com¬ 
missioners. 

Your  committee,  therefore,  would  like  the  Town  Meeting  to  accept 
this  as  a  report  of  progress,  and  to  accept  our  recommendation  that 
the  committee’s  activity  be  continued  for  another  year,  and  that  a 
further  report  be  submitted  to  the  annual  town  meeting  in  March  1957, 
and  that,  if  necessary,  an  article  be  inserted  in  the  1957  Town  Warrant.

The  Committee  selected  Rick  and  Tucker  for  architects  and  secured 
plans  and  bids  for  construction,  which  were  approved  at  a  Special 
Town  Meeting  November  23,  1953  (Article  1)  with  an  appropriation 
of  $685,000.00. 

The  Committee  awarded  the  construction  contract  to  A.  J.  Martini, 
Inc.  and  have  been  entirely  satisfied  with  the  work  which  progressed 
so  that  the  addition  could  be  opened  January  3,  1955. 

Through  this  project  the  Town  has  secured  an  800  capacity 
Junior  High  School  with  satisfactory  modern  facilities  at  a  very 
moderate  cost.

In  spite  of  80  additional  classrooms  provided  since  1946  at  a  cost 
of  $4,240,000,  every  room  in  the  system  is  now  in  full  use.  To  meet 
the  needs  of  the  South  District  this  year  one  fourth  grade  meets  ini 
the  Auditorium  of  the  Foster  School,  one  sixth  grade  from  Foster  is 
transported  to  Lakeside,  two  sixth  grades  from  Highlands  are  trans¬ 
ported  to  Perkins  and  Ross  Schools.

It  will  be  noted  that  no  further  classroom  additions  are  contem¬ 
plated  at  Braintree  High  School.  An  enrollment  of  1200  is  the  limit 
that  the  site  or  the  general  rooms  (gym,  lunchroom,  etc.)  will  carry 
there.  At  1200  pupils,  the  study  hall  facilities  are  non-existent  and 
should  be  provided  by  a  three  story  addition  over  the  shops  at  rear  of 
building. 

To  meet  the  secondary  enrollment  requirements,  a  secondary  school 
of  800  capacity  should  be  provided  in  East  Braintree.  As  an  additional 
site  there  is  not  available,  and  also  for  reasons  of  economy,  it  is  recom^ 
mended  that  the  oldest  part  of  present  Lincoln  School  (4  rooms)  be 
demolished  and  replaced  by  a  new  addition  similar  to  that  completed 
at  the  Hollis  in  1955.  To  do  this  the  elementary  pupils  presently  housed' 
at  the  Lincoln  would  be  transferred  to  additions  provided  at  the 
Watson  and  Ross  Schools.

The  Moderator  stated  that  due  to  the  resignation  of  a  Town  Meet¬ 
ing  Member  in  Precinct  6  a  meeting  was  held  of  the  Town  Meeting 
Members  from  Precinct  6  in  accordance  with  the  Town  by-laws  and 
a  successor  elected  subject  to  the  action  of  this  meeting.

ARTICLE  2.  Mr.  Belicher  submitted  the  following  report  of  the 
Salary  Survey  Committee. 


In  1952  the  annual  town  meeting  authorized  a  committee  to  deter¬ 
mine  the  feasibility  of  a  formal  salary  plan  for  our  employees.  In. 
1953,  upon  the  recommendation  of  that  committee,  the  town  meeting 
voted  $6,000  to  establish  such  a  plan.  In  1954  a  plan  was  presented 
to  the  town  meeting  and  adopted  as  a  part  of  our  town  by-laws. 


Since  then  the  Salary  Survey  Committee  (which  is  now  -also  the 
Personnel  Board)  has  continued  its  work,  for  not  all  positions  were 
covered  when  the  plan  was  adopted  in  1954.  Last  year  a  number  of 
positions  were  added  to  the  plan.  In  the  report  of  the  Personnel 
Board  for  this  year  you  have  found  some  further  additions. 

While  not  all  positions  have  been  covered  yet  the  end  is  in  sight. 
The  few  remaining  jobs  are  part-time  in  character.  The  Committee/ 
believes,  therefore,  that  the  time  has  arrived  to  close  out  its  account 
and  request  its  discharge,  leaving  the  Personnel  Board  to  complete 
this  work  with  its  funds.  To  this  end  the  Committee  instructed  the 
town  accountant  to  close  the  accounts  to  E  and  D  .  The  unexpended 
balance  was  $291.69. 

You  may  remember  that  in  1953  we  were  warned  this  task  would 
cost  several  times  the  $6,000  to  accomplish.  The  Committee  feels  par¬ 
ticularly  pleased  that  not  all  the  money  had  to  be  spent.  It  is  our  belief 
that  the  town  has  a  sound  plan  for  administering  salaries  and  wages. 
While  there  have  been  painful  moments  for  the  Committee,  the  Com¬ 
mittee  has  enjoyed  its  task  on  the  whole.  The  cooperation  received 
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from  most  employees,  department  heads,  and  governing  boards  has 
been  splendid. 

The  Committee  now  requests  its  discharge.

ARTICLE  2.  Mr.  Southworth  submitted  the  following  report  of 
the  Thayer  Library  Building  Committee. 

The  Building  Committee  appointed  by  you,  Mr.  Moderator,  at  the 
Annual  Town  Meeting  of  1949  begs  leave  at  long  last  to  present  its 
final  report. 

For  more  than  six  years  this  Building  Committee  has  worked1 
faithfully  within  the  appropriations  granted  them  by  successive  Town 
Meetings,  to  bring  to  pass  a  library  constructed  in  the  light  of  Library 
experience  and  technique.  The  Chairman  is  proud  to  report  that  the 
American  Library  Association  rates  it  as  one  of  the  finest  functional 
libraries  in  the  East. 

The  Auditorium,  which  the  Committee  included  in  plans  for  the 
building,  is  being  used  by  at  least  twenty  civic  organizations.  The 
Thayer  Public  Library  is  becoming  a  community  center. 

You  appointed  this  committee  in  1949  and  the  Town  Meeting  that 
year  appropriated  five  hundred  dollars  for  preliminary  plans.  In  1950 
this  committee  recommended  the  purchase  of  the  Lovey  Wetherbee- 
house  and  lot,  adjacent  to  the  three  lots  south  of  Washington  Park 
Road,  which  had  been  purchased  by  the  Town  in  1948.  The  purchase 
price  of  the  Wetherbee  house  and  lot  was  $10,500.  These  three  lots 
and  the  Wetherbee  property  provided  sufficient  land  for  the  erection 
of  the  Library. 

The  Town  Meeting  of  1950  appropriated  $50,000  toward  the  con¬ 
struction  of  the  Library.  This  Committee  was  continued  in  power  andj 
given  authority  to  employ  an  architect.  Your  Committee  employed! 
William  Roger  Greeley,  a  Boston  architect  of  long  experience  and  high 
professional  standing.  In  working  out  the  interior  plans  for  the  Library 
Mr.  Greeley  was  assisted  by  our  librarian  and  her  professional  staff; 
he  also  drew  on  the  experience  of  some  of  the  most  progressive  libra¬ 
rians  of  New  England. 

In  1951  the  Town  Meeting  appropriated  $20,000  transferred  from 
a  special  account  for  furnishings  and  equipment. 

In  1952  an  all  out  effort  was  made  to  obtain  the  rest  of  the  money 
needed.  $210,000  was  voted  at  that  Town  Meeting,  and  the  Committee 
was  authorized  to  proceed  with  construction. 

The  contract  was  awarded  to  E.  J.  Rose  and  Son  on  a  competitive 
bid  of  $204,600.  Father  and  son  are  Braintree  citizens,  and  they  have; 
taken  pride  in  the  construction  of  the  Library. 
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There  have  been  many  problems  involved  in  the  construction  but 
the  Committee  has  met  them  one  by  one.  Work  was  immediately  halted' 
because  of  the  Committee’s  inability  to  secure  an  allotment  of  con¬ 
trolled  steel  material  necessary  for  the  construction  of  the  Library. 
The  Committee  worked  hard  to  break  this  road  block.  Thanks  to  the 
Massachusetts  Library  Commission,  the  Director  of  the  American 
Library  Association  in  Washington,  and  the  efforts  of  Senator  Salton- 
stall  and  Congressman  Wigglesworth  in  our  behalf,  authorization  for 
the  controlled  materials  was  given  on  March  12,  1952  and  the  work  of 
construction  immediately  began. 

The  Thayer  Public  Library  was  dedicated  November  3,  1953.  Con¬ 
gressman  Wigglesworth,  Governor  Herter,  and  a  number  of  persons 
distinguished  in  the  field  of  library  service,  participated.  It  was  a 
memorable  dedication. 

The  work  of  your  Committee  did  not  end  with  this  dedication. 
Several  problems  of  unsolved  building  construction  had  to  be  overcome 
before  the  building  could  be  accepted.  Last  summer  the  floods  that 
bore  down  on  Braintree  devastated  the  basement  floor  of  the  Library. 
It  forced  the  Committee  to  have  two  rooms  retiled,  a  drain  constructed 
to  carry  off  the  surface  water,  and  a  regrading  job  done  so  that  the 
surface  water  could  flow  toward  the  street  and  not  into  the  building. 
The  Town  owes  a  deep  debt  of  gratitude  to  Ernest  Smith  of  our  Com¬ 
mittee,  a  highly  competent  builder  and  contractor,  and  public  spirited 
citizen.  He  has  saved  the  Town  of  Braintree  hundreds  of  dollars  by 
his  practical  suggestions  and  long  range  planning. 

Your  Committee  was  allowed  $260,000  for  its  construction  account 
and  $20,000  for  the  furnishings  account.  All  bills  are  paid  and  there 
remains  a  balance  of  $26,838.97  on  the  Construction  Account,  and 
$2,226.42  on  the  Furnishings  Account.  The  total  balance  of  $29,065.39 
your  Committee  has  turned  back  to  the  Town. 

The  Committee  has  finished  its  work  and  requests  that  it  be 
honorably  discharged.

ARTICLE  2.  Mr.  Spurrell  submitted  the  following  report  of 
the  Braintree  Electric  Light  Department. 

The  Town  of  Braintree’s  municipally  owned  generating  plant  and 
distribution  system  is  a  vital  factor  in  the  continuing  growth  and  pros¬ 
perity  of  the  Town.  As  such,  it  is  a  subject  worthy  of  serious  study 
and  discussion. 

From  a  meager  beginning  this  plant  has  grown,  in  value  ,to  the 
largest  single  operating  unit  that  belongs  to  the  residents  of  the  Town. 
Through  foresight,  which  has  prevailed  at  past  Town  meetings,  it  has 
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been  solidly  established  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  Common¬ 
wealth  and  has  saved  many  thousands  of  dollars  for  the  Town  and 
for  its  owners,  the  users  of  electricity  within  the  Town. 

On  October  15,  1892  the  first  generating  station  was  placed  in 
service  at  the  present  site  on  Allen  St.,  East  Braintree.  The  generating 
apparatus  consisted  of  two  arc  light  machines  capable  of  lighting  50 
street  lamps  each,  and  was  operated  from  sundown  until  12:15  p.m.  for 
108  days  during  the  Winter.  Public  buildings  and  home  lighting  was. 
started  on  July  1,  1893  and  the  plant  operated  from  4  p.m.  to  8  a.m. 
Town  meeting  members  realizing  the  advantage  of  this  type  of  electrics 
service  voted  to  expand  the  Light  Department  as  the  Town  grew.  Your 
Light  Department  has,  by  your  continuing  interest,  been  thus  enabled 
to  keep  abreast  with  Town  development.  Today  63  years  after  its 
origin  the  generating  plant  has  four  units  with  a  total  capability  of 
25,000  Kw  or  approximately  33,000  H.P.  furnishing  power  to  all  in¬ 
dustrial  and  commercial  enterprises  within  the  Town  as  well  as  sup¬ 
plying  all  residential,  municipal  and  street  light  requirements.  Your 
newest  unit  as  well  as  additions  to  transmission  facilities  was  installed 
in  1953  at  a  cost  of  over  $1,500,000.00  and  for  this  necessary  work 
$1,400,000.00  was  borrowed  to  be  paid  for  out  of  Light  Department 
revenue. 

Recent  surveys  predict,  with  reasonable  certainty,  that  the  Town 
will  grow  at  the  rate  of  14%  within  the  next  ten  years  and  5%  within 
the  following  five  years.  Electrical  growth  based  on  the  increasing 
use  of  power,  in  the  home  and  in  industry,  indicate  that  your  Com¬ 
missioners  will  have  to  build  within  the  next  ten  years  a  plant  of 
equal  or  greater  capacity  than  that  built  during  the  past  sixty  years. 
In  the  past,  your  Light  Department  has  always  been  self-sustaining, 
continually  growing  in  importance.  The  residential,  commercial  and 
industrial  users  depend  more  and  more  on  it  for  essential  services. 
It  has  grown  in  value  as  these  services  have  been  expanded.  At  the 
same  time  substantial  savings  have  been  effected  for  the  Town  and' 
for  all  users  of  electric  power  within  the  Town.  In  some  instances  your 
Light  Department  has  been  in  a  position  to  turn  sums  of  money  over 
to  the  Town  treasury,  thus  serving  to  reduce  the  tax  rate.  Sums  of 
money,  however,  are  not  always  available  from  the  Light  Department, 
particularly  at  this  stage  of  rapid  development  and  expansion  of  resi¬ 
dential  and  industrial  areas. 

The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  has  statutes  that  govern  the 
operation  of  all  municipal  electric  plants.  These  statutes  have  been 
drawn  up  to  protect  the  interests  c*f  the  Towns,  to  the  extent  that  they 
will  be  provided  with  electric  energy  at  the  lowest  possible  cost.  In 
order  to  do  this  it  is  provided  that  no  energy  can  be  given  away  nor 
can  it  be  sold  at  a  rate  lower  than  cost.  Rates  are  also  required  to/ 
provide  adequate  reserve  capital  for  plant  expansion.  The  statutes  do> 
not  provide  for  nor  do  they  obligate  the  Light  Department  to  return 
money  to  the  Town.  A  municipal  light  department  has  as  its  first 
objective  the  delivery  of  power  at  the  lowest  possible  cost  and  this  has 
always  been  the  policy  of  your  Commissioners.  Savings  to  the  Town) 
and  its  residents  are  more  than  double  the  normal  tax  that  could  be 
levied  against  such  a  plant.  This  saving  to  the  Town  has  been  ac¬ 
complished  by  your  Commissioners  through  foresight  and  efficient 
operation.  This  has  not  always  been  an  easy  task  because  of  rising 
costs  for  fuel,  wages,  materials  and  equipment.  All  Town  department 
budgets  reflect  this  increased  cost  of  operation  as  is  clearly  shown  in 
the  Town  Warrant  for  this  year. 


In  1954  your  Commissioners  realizing  that  the  rate  structure, 
established  twenty  years  previous,  was  insufficient  to  support  this 
increasing  operating  cost,  as  well  as  carry  the  yearly  bond  payment  of 
$70,000.00  plus  interest  of  $20,000.00,  made  necessary  adjustments  to 
meet  these  increasing  financial  burdens.  The  new  rate,  however,  was 
not  increased  in  an  amount  that  would  make  funds  available  to  the 
Town. 

We  do  not  wish  to  burden  you  with  statistics  but  in  order  to 
demonstrate  that  Braintree’s  rate  is  among  the  lowest  in  the  State  and 
to  indicate  in  part  what  return  the  Town  received  from  the  Light  De¬ 
partment  several  pages  of  rate  comparisons  are  included  in  this  report. 


The  first  5  sheets  show  figures  taken  from  the  State  reports  on 
file  in  the  State  House,  for  the  year  1955,  showing  the  kilowatthours 
sold,  revenue  received,  average  cost  per  kwh  under  each  filed  rate  for 
the  following  utilities:  Braintree  Electric  Light  Department,  Taunton 
Electric  Light  Department,  Belmont  Electric  Light  Department,  Wey¬ 
mouth  Light  and  Power  Company,  Quincy  Electric  Company.  These' 
figures  show  that  in  every  rate  class  Braintree’s  cost  per  kwh  on  that 
rate  is  below  our  neighbors  on  a  similar  rate. 

The  next  2  charts  are  an  indication  of  the  amount  of  money 
saved  by  Braintree  residents  and  Braintree  commercial  users  over 
rates  of  other  utilities.  These  charts  are  based  on  the  average  kwh 
per  customer  used  in  Braintree  times  the  number  of  Braintree  resi¬ 
dents  and  this  amount  calculated  on  the  rates  of  the  company  or 
municipality  listed. 

The  next  chart  shows  the  comparative  costs  for  street  lights  in 
Braintree  as  figured  on  our  present  rates  and  also  as  figured  on  the 
rates  used  by  the  utilities  listed,  thus  showing  the  saving  obtained 
by  the  Town  of  Braintree  over  rates  now  in  use  by  other  utilities. 


The  final  chart  shows  total  estimated  savings  in  the  residential 
and  commercial  rates  and  on  street  light  charges.  These  figures  show 
that  savings  to  Braintree  over  comparable  operations  in  surrounding 
Towns  is  substantial  amounting  to  the  following  figures :

Time  involved  in  a  study  of  industrial  rates  limits  this  report 
only  to  those  rate  classes  quoted  but  a  check  of  our  average  cost  per 
kwh  to  industrial  users  against  purchased  power  for  Belmont  Electric 
Light  Department  will  show  that  we  are  selling  industrial  power  at  an 
average  rate  per  kwh  that  is  below  the  cost  of  purchased  power  to* 
Belmont  Electric  Light  Department. 


Since  special  attention  has  been  drawn  to  our  street  lighting  costs 
and  activities,  some  explanation  is  warranted. 


New  street  lights  are  installed  by  this  Department  only  at  the 
direct  request,  by  letter,  from  your  Selectmen.  After  the  request  is 
received  a  study  is  made  of  the  area  and  lights  installed  as  necessary 
for  the  health  and  safety  of  the  residents  of  the  area.  Lights  are  not 
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installed  to  light  a  person’s  driveway  or  front  door  but  for  adequate 
street  lighting  based  on  recommended  light  values  for  the  particular 
type  of  installation.  All  street  lights  within  this  Town  must  be  met¬ 
ered  according  to  State  regulations  and  the  Light  Department  may 
charge  only  for  kwh  used  to  light  such  installations.  The  cost  of  power 
to  street  lights  is  again  regulated  and  according  to  State  law  the 
Light  Department  must  charge  according  to  the  following  formula 
for  each  kwh  used  for  street  lighting: 

Total  operating  expenses  plus  bond  payments  plus  interest  on  bonds 
Total  kwh  sales  (including  street  light  kwh) 

With  a  regulation  as  strict  as  this,  it  is  impossible  for  the  Light 
Department  to  operate  street  lights  other  than  at  a  loss.  Many  other 
considerations  are  given  to  the  Town  Departments  and  other  services 
are  also  rendered  to  the  Townspeople  to  the  extent  that  the  Light 
Department  Commissioners  feel  proud  of  this  Department,  its  em¬ 
ployees,  services,  savings  to  the  Town  and  its  efficient  and  economical 
operation.  We  welcome  the  opportunity  to  present  this  report  to  you 
and  invite  all,  individually  or  in  groups,  to  visit  your  Light  Department 
and  obtain  a  fuller  understanding  of  this  type  of  operation.

Studies  are  also  being  made  of  Purchasing  Departments  in  other 
Towns  and  Cities,  as  well  as  of  the  individual  departments  of  the  Town 
of  Braintree. 

The  Committee  unanimously  voted  that  more  time  is  required  to 
make  a  more  detailed  study  of  the  conditions. 

It  is  respectfully  requested  that  this  report  be  accepted  as  an 
interim  report  only  and  that  the  Committee  be  continued  to  the  next 
Annual  Town  Meeting.

ARTICLE  2.  Report  of  the  Committee  to  Investigate  Sprinkler 
Systems  in  Schools: 


Under  Article  2  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  1955  it  was,  Re¬ 
solved,  that  a  committee  of  three,  composed  of  a  member  of  the  Financ© 
Committee,  appointed  by  the  Moderator,  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 
and  the  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department,  be  appointed  to  investigate  the 
need  of  sprinkler  systems  in  the  schools  not  now  provided  with  them; 
and  report,  with  recommendations,  to  the  1956  Annual  Town  Meeting. 
The  Moderator  appointed  Mr.  Charles  D.  Curtiss,  Jr.  to  this  committee, 
as  representative  of  the  Finance  Committee. 


This  committee  is  agreed  that  sprinkler  systems  should  be  installed 
in  schools  not  now  sprinkled.  These  schools  are  the  Highlands,  Tor- 
rey  Primary  and  Lincoln.  Loss  of  any  school  by  fire  would  create  a 
serious  difficulty,  especially  at  a  time  when  a  shortage  of  classrooms 
exists. 

We  have  secured  estimates  from  two  reliable  firms  covering  the 
cost  of  installation  of  sprinkler  systems  in  these  schools,  as  follows: 

Highlands  $  8,000  $  9,500 

Torrey  Primary  $  6,500  $10,000 

Lincoln  $13,500  $16,000 

We  feel  that  the  most  reasonable  method  would  be  to  proceed  with 
the  installation  of  sprinkler  systems  at  the  rate  of  one  each  year,  and 
recommend  that  an  appropriation  for  the  Highlands  School  be  requested 
in  1956,  the  Torrey  School  in  1957,  and  the  Lincoln  School  in  1958.

ARTICLE  36.  Sprinkler  System  for  Highlands  School. 

UNANIMOUSLY  VOTED:  That  on  recommendation  of  the  Fi¬ 
nance  Committee  the  soim  of  $10,204.68  be  appropriated  for  the  pur¬ 
chase  and  installation  of  an  automatic  spray  sprinkler  system  for  the 
Highlands  School,  said  sum  to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the 
School  Committee,  and  to  meet  said  appropriation  $2,204.68  be  trans- 
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f erred  from  Sprinkler  System — Watson  School,  and  the  sum  of  8,000.00 
be  raised  in  the  tax  levy. 

ARTICLE  2.  Interim  report  of  the  Perkin9  Area  Development 
Committee: 

Under  Article  36  of  the  1953  Annual  Town  Meeting*  an  appropria¬ 
tion  of  $7,500  was  voted  for  the  purpose  of  securing  plans,  specifica-i 
tions  and  bids  for  a  new  elementary  school  in  the  Perkins  area,  and 
the  so-called  Perkins  Area  Development  Committee  was  appointed  by 
the  Moderator. 

From  six  architectural  firms,  who  were  invited  to  come  before 
the  committee,  James  H.  Ritchie  and  Associates  were  selected  to  pre¬ 
pare  plans  and  specification  preparatory  to  getting  bids  for  the  project. 

Three  conditions  were  set,  as  follows: 

1.  The  building  should  be  planned  with  the  heavy  tax  burden  of 
the  citizens  in  mind,  and  every  effort  made  to  keep  the  final  cost  at 
a  minimum  consistent  with  the  needs  of  a  substantial  building. 

2.  It  should  be  so  planned  that  it  would  meet  with  the  approval 
of  the  School  Building  Assistance  Commission,  thus  qualifying  for 
State  Aid. 

3.  It  should  be  so  planned  that  if  later  expansion  was  desirable 
such  expansion  could  be  made  with  no  material  changes  in  original 
building. 

Many  meetings  were  held  with  the  Architects,  and  acceptable 
plans  were  received  on  July  7  and  put  in  proper  form  to  submit  for 
State  approval  which  was  received  on  July  31. 

In  anticipation  of  a  Special  Town  Meeting  in  the  Fall,  the  job 
was  advertised  for  bids  which  came  in  and  were  opened  on  November 
5.  The  range  of  bids  from  $203,000  to  $286,000  was  so  high  that  the 
Committee  voted  to  throw  them  all  out  and  start  over  again. 

Many  more  meetings  were  held,  the  old  plans  and  specifications 
picked  to  pieces,  re-vamped,  finally  accepted  and  re-submitted  to  the 
School  Building  Assistance  Commission  and  the  Emergency  Finance 
Board  from  each  of  whom  approval  was  secured  and  the  job  again  ad- 
vertised  for  bids. 

Sixteen  contractors  filed  on  March  18,  the  bids  ranging  from. 
$161,710  to  $183,000,  the  lowest  bid  being  by  John  Hamre  and  Son. 

Under  Article  40  of  the  1954  Annual  Town  Meeting  an  appropria¬ 
tion  of  $183,000  was  made,  of  which  $21,500  was  to  be  from  available^ 
school  construction  funds,  and  $161,500  by  a  20-year  bond  issue. 

In  accordance  with  the  authority  given  by  this  vote,  the  Committee 
engaged  the  services  of  John  Hamre  and  Son  as  General  Contractor* 

Various  unfavorable  conditions,  especially  the  wretched  weather 
conditions  which  prevailed  for  weeks,  delayed  the  completion  of  the 
building,  so  that  no  portion  was  ready  for  school  use  until  January 
24,  1955,  at  which  time  three  of  the  rooms  were  opened  and  the  other 
two  soon  after. 


Several  change  orders  were  made  in  the  original  contract.  One  of 
these  changes  resulted  in  this  reiport  being  presented  with  one  cost 

item  still  in  dispute.  For  this  reason  it  seems  advisable  to  report  the 
conditions  as  follows: 

Because  of  a  ruling  by  the  Sewer  Department  that  the  sewer  in¬ 
stallation  must  be  done  by  that  Department  instead  of  the  sub-contrac¬ 
tor  on  plumbing  and  heating,  the  Puritan  Plumbing  and  Heating  Com¬ 
pany,  who  had  not  understood  that  requirement,  asked  to  be  released 
from  their  contract,  and  the  sub-contract  was  given  to  the  William  M. 
Collins  Company  who  was  the  next  higher  bidder,  at  an  additional  cost 
of  $799.17.  A  further  condition  of  the  Sewer  Department  was  that 
the  sub-contractor  must  put  up  $2,000  cash  to  guarantee  payment. 
The  Collins  Company  was  unwilling  to  accept  the  contract  except  un¬ 
der  the  condition  that  they  would  not  be  accountable  for  more  than 
that  amount,  and  the  tacit  agreement  of  the  Committee  that  any  excess 
over  that  amount  would  be  taken  care  of  from  the  contingency  fund 
seemed  sufficient  reason  to  question  whether  or  not  the  $807.24  refund 
from  the  Sewer  Department  to  the  Collins  Company  should  belong  to 
the  Town. 

On  the  advice  of  the  Town  Counsel  that  amount  was  withheld  from 
the  amount  due  the  General  Contractor,  who  in  turn  held  back  the 
same  amount  from  the  sub-contractor,  the  Collins  Company,  who  filed 
suit  against  Hamre. 

The  conditions  set  by  the  Sewer  Department  caused  some  delay  in 
the  work,  because  of  the  change  from  one  sub-contractor  to  the  other, 
caused  additional  expense  to  the  Town,  and  resulted  in  this  incomplete 
report,  pending  the  settlement  on  the  disputed  amount. 

The  Committee  desires  to  express  its  appreciation  of  the  assistance 
rendered  by  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Ralph  W.  Proctor.  He  was, 
most  cooperative  and  helpful,  attended  practically  all  of  the  Committee 
meetings,  and  his  building  experience,  especially  with  the  newer  type  of 
school  building,  was  invaluable.

Every  new  building’  hereafter  constructed,  for  business  or 
industrial  use,  shall  provide  adequate  off  street  parking  spaces  to 
accommodate  motor  vehicles  or  other  conveyances  of  customers,  patrons 
and  employees  and  to  serve  incoming  and  outgoing  delivery  require¬ 
ments  of  the  establishment.  Such  parking  spaces  shall  be  located  on  or 
adjacent  to  or  within  200  feet  of  the  lot  to  which  they  pertain.

Report  of  the  Committee  appointed  by  the  Moderator  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  vote  taken  at  the  March  1955  Town  Meeting,  said 
Committee  to  study  the  advisability  of  having  a  Town  Cemetery. 

The  committee  has  made  a  study  of  this  matter.  What  Town  Ceme¬ 
tery  facilities  are  available  today  are  most  limited  and  not  too  attrac¬ 
tive.  There  is  one  large  scale  cemetery  which  is  privately  owned  tof 
which  the  people  must  turn  when  the  need  arises  and  of  course  With 
little  choice,  the  people  of  Braintree  must  accept  the  terms  and  condi¬ 
tions  of  the  private  cemetery  or  seek  cemetery  facilities  outside  the 
Town  of  Braintree. 

The  operation  of  a  cemetery  and  the  acquisition  of  land  for  such 
purpose  is  a  costly  item;  however,  it  may  be  possible  to  locate  sufficient 
Town  owned  land  that  could  be  utilized  for  cemetery  purposes.  We 
find  that  most  land  owners  have  placed  a  high  value  on  their  holdings 
and  the  Town  would  be  compelled  to  pay  anywhere  from  $1,000  to 
$2,000  per  acre  to  acquire  any  land  for  cemetery  purposes. 

The  sharp  increase  in  our  population  and  with  greater  increases 
anticipated  within  the  next  ten  years  it  behooves  the  Town  to  take 
steps  within  the  very  near  future  to  set  aside  land  for  cemetery  pur¬ 
poses. 

The  Committee  feels  that  further  study  of  Town  owned  land  may 
possibly  reveal  suitable  areas  which  could  be  used  for  cemetery  uses 
and  it  is  suggested  that  this  committee  be  permitted  to  continue  this 
study  with  the  hope  that  a  favorable  solution  may  be  found  in  locating 
land  owned  by  the  Town  thereby  saving  an  initial  cost  of  several 
thousand  dollars.

The  Committee 
shall  be  instructed  to  prepare  a  report  and  if  deemed  advisable,  insert 
an  Article  in  the  Annual  Town  Warrant  asking  for  funds  to  construct 
a  Town  or  Regional  Incinerator. 

The  Committee  gave  its  report  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of 
1955  and  asked  for  continuance  of  the  Committee.  It  was  so  voted. 

Last  year  we  were  saddened  by  the  loss  of  our  Chairman  a  faithful 
worker  for  the  welfare  and  betterment  of  the  Town  of  Braintree,  Dr. 
B.  Joseph  Rizzo. 

Upon  investigation  of  the  Town’s  need  of  incineration  and  alwaysi 
keeping  in  mind  the  cost  of  same,  we  have  discovered  that  a  neighbor¬ 
ing  community  of  ours  has  been  approached  by  private  interests  to 
construct  an  incinerator.  A  member  of  our  Committee  has  been  looking1 
into  the  possibility  of  our  Town  using  this  incinerator.  The  prospects 
look  very  good.  This  incinerator  is  being  designed  to  burn  refuse  and 
garbage. 

Plans  for  this  project  are  now  in  the  preliminary  stage.  The  Com¬ 
mittee  recommends  that  the  Town  take  no  action  on  the  matter  at 
this  time  other  than  to  continue  the  Committee  to  keep  this  matter 
under  study  and  report  to  the  next  Annual  Town  Meeting  or  Special 
Town  Meeing  if  deemed  advisable.

ARTICLE  1.  Authorization  of  sale  of  portion  of  Braintree  Golf 
Course  to  the  Walworth  Manufacturing  Company. 

That  the  Selectmen  are  hereby  authorized  to  sell  to  the  Walworth, 
Manufacturing  Co.  upon  approval  by  the  General  Court  if  the  same 
be  required,  a  certain  parcel  of  land  being  part  of  the  premises  com¬ 
monly  known  as  the  Braintree  Golf  Course  property,  bounded  and 
described  as  follows: 

Beginning  at  a  point  283.67  feet  due  south  from  the  southwesterly

Said  sale  is  authorized  only  upon  payment  to  the  Town,  by  the 
purchaser,  of  the  sum  of  Forty-five  thousand  dollars  ($45,000.),  to¬ 
gether  with  a  grant  from  the  purchaser  to  the  Town  of  an  option  to* 
repurchase  the  said  property,  together  with  any  property  which  may 
be  sold  under  authority  of  a  vote  taken  under  Article  4  of  this  Town, 
Meeting,  for  the  sum  of  Twenty jfive  thousand  dollars  ($25,000.00)  : 
the  said  Town  to  have  the  right  to  exercise  said  option  for  a  period 
of  one  year  thereafter  if  the  purchaser  has  not  within  two  years  after 
the  sale,  erected  on  those  or  adjoining  premises,  a  business  and/or! 
manufacturing  establishment  at  a  cost  of  at  least  One  Million  Dollars. 

The  Moderator  ordered  a  teller  count.  Vote  and  count  were  taken 
and  the  tellers  reported  157  votes  in  the  affirmative,  4  in  the  negative.

Department,  to  reconstruct  and  relocate  any  portions  of  the  Muni¬ 
cipal  Golf  Course  land  within  the  area  to  be  sold  to  the  Walworth 
Manufacturing  Company,  provided,  however,  that  no  portion  of  said 
appropriation  shall  be  expended  unless  and  until  the  Town  has  received 
from  said  Walworth  Manufacturing  Company  the  purchase  prices 
authorized  under  Article  1  of  this  Town  Meeting. 

ARTICLE  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  instruct  its  Representative 
to  petition  the  Legislature  for  authority  to  sell  the  land  referred  to 
in  Article  1. 

UNANIMOUSLY  VOTED:  That  the  Town  authorize  and  direct 
Herbert  B.  Hollis,  its  representative  to  petition  the  Legislature  for 
authority  to  sell  the  land  referred  to  in  Article  1.

UNANIMOUSLY  VOTED:  That  the  Town  authorize  the  Select¬ 
men  to  sell  at  private  sale  to  the  Walworth  Manufacturing  Company* 
all  its  right,  title  and  interest  in  the  three  (3)  parcels  of  land  described 
in  this  Article,  for  the  sum  of  not  less  than  Five  thousand  one  hundred 
($5,100.)  Dollars.  Upon  motion  duly  made  the  following  resolution:

UNANIMOUSLY  VOTED 

WHEREAS  from  the  proceeds  of  a  sale  of  land  to  Walworth* 
Manufacturing  Company  the  Town  will  receive  a  net  sum  of  $25,000 
which  is  in  effect  a  refund  of  %  of  the  original  cost  of  the  Golf! 
Course  and 

WHEREAS  the  said  sum  being  received  for  part  of  the  Golf 
Course  property,  it  might  be  urged  that  it  be  held  as  a  reserve  for 
appropriation  to  improve  the  Golf  Course  but 

WHEREAS  the  Park  Department  and  its  appointed  Golf  Course 
Operating  Committee  recognize  and  yield  to  the  need  to  use  said  sum 
currently  to  relieve  the  tax  burden 

NOW  THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  it  is  the  sense  of 
this  meeting  that  an  amount  not  exceeding  said  $25,000  should  be  made 
available  by  appropriation  in  whole  or  in  part  for  improvements  at 
said  Golf  Course  at  such  future  time  as  the  Park  Department  or  its 
Golf  Course  Operating  Committee  shall  develop  and  present  a  program 
for  such  improvements  or  may  require  a  portion  of  said  sum  to  replace 
any  prospective  operating  deficit  during  the  necessary  process  of 
relocation.

Book  3516,  Page  289,  the  Selectmen  are  hereby  authorized  in  the  name 
and  on  behalf  of  the  Town,  and  with  the  Town  seal,  to  execute*, 
acknowledge  and  deliver  to  Federated  Department  Stores,  Inc.,  a  Dela¬ 
ware  corporation,  a  deed  of  that  portion  of  said  premises  shown  as* 
Lots  196,  197,  A  and  B  on  the  plan  entitled  “Subdivision  of  Land  in- 
Braintree,  Mass.”  dated  December,  1956,  by  A.  A.  Hamilton,  Reg. 
Surveyor,  which  deed  shall,  among  other  things,  (1)  contain  a  restric¬ 
tion  that  said  Lots  197  and  B  shall  be  used  only  for  the  construction, 
paving,  maintenance,  repair  and  use  of  the  same  for  roads  and  park-* 
ing  of  vehicles,  and  such  other  uses  as  may  from  time  to  time  be 
approved  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health  or  any 
successor  agency  having  jurisdiction  over  the  Town’s  water  supply,  and 
(2)  grant  to  said  Federated  Department  Stores,  Inc.,  its  successors: 
and  assigns,  the  right  and  easement  to  construct,  maintain,  repair, 
replace,  relocate  and  use  for  passage  by  vehicle  and  on  foot,  a  road 
through  and  over  such  location  on  Lot  198  on  said  plan  as  shall  not 
encroach  upon  the  proposed  well  and  well  house  of  the  Town  thereon 
as  shown  on  said  plan,  such  deed  to  contain  such  other  descriptions, 
terms  and  condition  as  said  Selectmen  shall  deem  necessary  or  advis¬ 
able  as  conclusively  evidenced  by  their  execution  thereof;  and  that 
the  minimum  amount  to  be  paid  for  such  deed  shall  be  a  release  by  said 
Federated  Department  Stores,  Inc.  to  the  Town  of  any  and  all  rights 
to  damages  which  it  may  have  on  account  of  said  order  of  taking  with 
respect  to  the  premises  to  be  conveyed  to  it  as  aforesaid:  and  that  the 
Selectmen  are  hereby  authorized  to  take  any  further  action  deemed  by 
them  necessary  or  advisable  to  effect  the  conveyance  hereby  contem¬ 
plated.  including  the  filing  of  any  petition,  on  behalf  of  the  Town, 
with  the  Land  Court. 

ARTICLE  9.  Appropriation  for  expenses  of  Committee  to  in¬ 
vestigate  Group  Insurance  Plan  for  Town  Employees. 

UNANIMOUSLY  VOTED:  That  there  be  appropriated  by  trans¬ 
fer  from  available  funds  in  the  Treasury,  the  sum  of  $500.00,  for 
necessary  expenses  of  Committee  appointed  at  1956  Annual  Meeting 
to  investigate  Group  Insurance  Plan  for  Town  Employees. 

ARTICLE  10.  Transfer  from  Noah  Torrey  Loss  Reserve  Account 
to  Maintenance  Account  of  School  Department. 

UNANIMOUSLY  VOTED:  That  there  be  appropriated  by  trans¬ 
fer  from  the  Noah  Torrey  Fire  Loss  Reserve  account,  the  sum  o# 
$1,000.00  to  the  Maintenance  Account  of  the  School  Department. 
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ARTICLE  11.  Proposed  sale  of  land  under  control  of  School 
Fund  Committee. 

To  authorize  the  Selectmen,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Brain¬ 
tree  School  Fund  Committee,  to  sell  at  private  sale  to  Russell  Gammell 
two  (2)  lots  of  land,  bounded  and  described  as  follows:

That  the  sum  of  $15,000.00  be  raised  and  appropriated  from  avail¬ 
able  funds  in  the  treasury  for  the  preparation  of  plans,  specifications, 
drawings  and  reports,  and  the  securing  of  bids  for  the  construction 
of  an  addition  and  alterations  to  the  Watson  School;  and  that  the 
Moderator  appoint  a  building  committee  of  five  (5),  one  of  whom  shall 
be  a  member  of  the  School  Committee,  with  full  power  to  employ 
architects,  consultants,  secure  bids  in  the  name  of  the  town,  and  to  do 
any  and  all  acts  necessary  toward  securing  the  above  mentioned  plans, 
specifications,  drawings  reports  and  bids  within  the  aforesaid  appro-

The  annual  inspections  of  all  units  were  made  by 
members  of  the  Authority  and  it  was  found  that  the  vast 
majority  of  the  tenants  are  continuing  to  take  pride  in 
the  care  of  the  property. 

Our  program  of  interior  painting  with  tenants  re¬ 
decorating  the  interiors  the  Authority  providing  the 
paint  is  continuing. 

The  Authority  the  same  as  any  property  owner  in  the 
Town  of  Braintree  has  its  water  and  sewerage  problems. 
During  the  past  year  extensive  work  was  done  at  several 
locations  to  correct  this  trouble. 

During  the  past  year  the  Authority  was  successful 
in  securing  legislation  which  will  allow  the  selling  of  the 
houses  as  individual  units  at  such  time  as  the  State  Hous¬ 
ing  Board  gives  the  permission  to  do  so. 

At  the  preent  time  your  Authority  has  no  definite 
idea  as  to  when  this  will  be  as  much  work  must  be  done 
before  the  State  Housing  Board  will  be  in  a  position  to 
determine  whether  or  not  the  houses  may  be  offered  to 
the  tenanats  at  a  price  attractive  to  them  and  at  the  same 
time  realize  enough  money  to  fulfill  our  outstanding  in¬ 
debtedness. 

The  financial  status  of  the  tenants  is  continuing  to 
improve  and  as  a  tenant  becomes  overincome  he  is  asked 
to  appear  before  the  Authority  and  is  told  he  must  find 
other  accommodations  within  a  reasonable  time  so  that 
it  will  not  become  necessary  for  the  Authority  to  exercise 
eviction  proceedings. 

The  policy  of  being  firm  in  insisting  on  payment  of 
rent  when  due  must  and  will  continue. 

The  Authority  wishes  to  express  their  thanks  to  all 
of  the  Town  Depts.  who  have  given  us  assistance  when 
asked  to  do  so.

REPORT  OF  THE  MANAGER 
To  the  Municipal  Light  Board 
Gentlemen : 

Submitted  herewith  is  the  annual  report  of  the 
Braintree  Electric  Light  Department  for  the  year  ended 
December  31,  1956. 

Total  sales  of  power  during  1956  reached  a  new 
high  of  58,395,087  kwh  compared  with  53,865,003  kwh 
for  1955,  an  increase  of  8%.  This  is  the  normal  rate  of  in¬ 
crease  for  the  utility  industry  nation  wide  and  a  continued 
growth  of  this  amount  each  year  means  doubling  our 
output  every  ten  years. 

Loads  during  the  peak  season  were  as  follows: 

1955  1956 

Peak  Load  15,800  15,400  kw. 

Highest  output  day  252,000  239,000  kwh. 

Most  notable  during  the  Christmas  or  peakload  season 
was  the  low  peak.  This  is  partly  accounted  for  by  the 
exceptionally  mild  weather  during  this  period  and  the 
drop  in  our  industrial  load. 

Residential  useage  has  increased  by  a  large  margin 
due  to  increased  useage  of  new  appliances  within  the 
home  and  the  addition  of  169  new  homes  to  our  system. 

r 

Water  heating  by  electricity  is  steadily  increasing 
and  our  off-peak  or  special  night  rate  is  aiding  greatly 
in  maintaining  high  loads  during  night  hours. 

Line  construction  work  continued  at  a  high  rate  with 
new  construction  in  the  following  areas: 

Extension  of  Common  Street 

Rebuilding  of  Peach  Street 
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Rebuilding  of  Middle  Street  from  River  to  Elm  Street 

Development  of  Rriarcliff  with  57  homes 

Development  of  Selwyn  Road 

Growing  loads  in  the  North,  West  and  Middle  Brain¬ 
tree  areas  made  necessary  the  changing  from  2400  v  to 
4160  v  at  Cleveland  Ave.  sub-station.  This  station  now 
serves  the  area  between  the  R.R.  tracks  and  Quincy  Line 
from  Center  Street  to  South  Braintree  Square  as  well  as 
the  area  between  the  South  Shore  Railroad  Branch  and 
Union  Street  as  far  as  Liberty  Street.  Main  lines  serving 
the  above  areas  were  also  converted  to  4160  volts.  The 
14  KV  bus  structure  at  Cleveland  Avenue  station  was 
re-vamped  during  the  voltage  changeover  period.  It  is 
now  more  flexible  and  adaptable  to  meet  our  increasing 

requirements  from  this  station. 

■» 

Installation  of  street  lights  at  the  Selectmen’s  request, 
during  the  past  years  as  well  as  the  addition  of  mercury 
type  luminaires  had  overloaded  our  series  street  lighting 
system,  rendering  it  ineffective  and  inefficient  in  many 
areas.  This  has  been  corrected  to  a  large  extent  by  the 
careful  planning  and  installation  of  the  more  modern  mul¬ 
tiple  street  lighting  system.  This  system  at  present  supple¬ 
ments  the  old  series  system  but  will  eventually  replace  it. 

Increasing  use  of  home  appliances  had  seriously 
overloaded  numerous  transformers  and  their  secondary 
networks  to  the  extent  that  serious  low  voltage  could  exist 
during  peak  load  period  this  year.  In  order  to  meet  this 
threat,  an  intensive  program  of  transformer  changes  was 
planned  and  carried  out  this  year.  Total  transformer 
changes  amounted  to  144  with  the  addition  to  transformer 
capacity  of  1375  KVA.  This  program  will  be  carried  to 
completion  in  1957  bringing  our  distribution  feeders, 
transformers  and  secondary  network  installations  into  a 
condition  that  minimum  troubles  should  be  anticipated. 

Tree  trimming  has  become  one  of  the  major  problems 
in  maintaining  good  service  and  in  order  to  properly  main¬ 
tain  good  clearance,  trimming  should  be  performed  every 
third  year. 

A  program  to  trim  one  third  of  the  Town  each  year 
has  been  started  and  the  Highlands  area  to  Plain  and 
Liberty  Street  and  including  Pond  Street  has  been  trimmed 
this  year.  Section  No.  2  West  of  the  railroad  tracks  to  the 
Quincy  Line  will  be  trimmed  in  1957. 
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I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  Mr.  John  Leach, 
tree  warden,  for  his  co-operation  and  assistance  in  this 
program. 

Meter  equipment  is  a  very  vital  part  of  our  operation 
since  it  is  through  the  accuracy  and  dependability  of 
meters  that  our  revenue  is  maintained  at  its  correct  value. 
For  this  reason  many  of  our  older  3  phase  and  single 
phase  meters  have  been  replaced  with  more  accurate  units 
and  modern  installation  techniques.  This  program  will  be 
carried  on  more  effectively  during  1957. 

Transformer  oil  handling  has  been  made  more  ef¬ 
ficient  and  effective  by  the  purchase  of  a  Honan  Crane 
purifier.  This  portable  unit  operating  with  our  filter 
press  can  rapidly  and  effectively  maintain  transformer 
oil  in  good  condition. 

The  installation  of  a  modern  stockroom  at  our  Allen 
Street  station  will  serve  to  maintain  adequate  supplies  of 
materials  for  all  operators  placing  this  Department  in  a 
much  better  position  to  handle  our  increasing  work  load 
and  to  meet  inevitable  emergencies. 

New  and  more  modern  pole  yard  facilities  have  been 
installed  adjoining  Cleveland  Avenue  Station  replacing 
the  old  pole  yard  on  Middle  Street.  This  old  yard  was 
inadequate  to  carry  the  number  of  poles  now  necessary 
to  our  operation  and  was  also  considered  a  hazard  to 
children  in  the  area.  The  new  yard  is  capable  of  handling 
all  sizes  of  poles  and  is  designed  for  easy  accessibility  and 
handling. 

Considerable  time  has  been  spent  during  1956  work¬ 
ing  out  details  for  line  changes  necessary  during  1957 
and  1958  because  of  the  Southeast  Expressway.  Plans  are 
now  complete  for  proper  and  adequate  lighting  of  the 
approach  and  cross-over  areas.  Provision  has  also  been 
made  for  present  and  future  power  line  crossings  at 
Capen’s  Bridge,  Elm  Street,  River  Street,  Union  Street 
and  Pearl  Street.  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to 
the  State  Department  and  the  construction  engineers  for 
their  co-operation  and  consideration  in  solving  our  many 
problems. 

In  our  Steam  Department  effective  steps  have  been 
taken  to  maintain  the  present  equipment  in  excellent  oper¬ 
ating  condition. 

No.  1  a  circulating  water  screen  has  been  completely 
rebuilt  and  parts  are  on  hand  to  rebuild  #2  A  screen. 
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No.  1  Turbine  is  due  for  complete  overhaul  and  re¬ 
placement  of  worn  parts  during  the  Summer  of  1957. 
These  parts  have  been  ordered  and  are  now  on  hand. 

JNo.  3  Condenser  tubes  failed  during  the  early  part 
of  the  Summer  and  were  replaced  with  aluminum  copper 
tubes  in  the  early  Fall. 

No.  4  Boiler  air  heater  tubes  failed  after  many  years 
service  and  were  replaced.  This  is  our  oldest  boiler  unit 
and  extensive  repair  work  will  be  necessary  during  1957 
in  order  to  maintain  it  useful  for  continuous  service. 

No.  2  Stack,  damaged  by  windstorm,  was  repaired 
and  banded  to  guard  against  future  storm  damage. 

Dredging  of  the  Monatiqout  River  was  completed 
during  the  early  Summer  and  as  expected  the  effect  on 
our  steam  plant  operation  was  much  to  our  advantage. 
However,  the  dredging  operation  removed  our  Weymouth 
Tie  line  and  we  have  been  operating  almost  one  year  with¬ 
out  any  substantial  tie  line  with  an  outside  power  supply. 
Plans  to  restore  this  tie  are  now  completed  and  we 
expect  to  have  it  in  service  by  May,  1957. 

Oil  prices  have  been  increased  twice  during  the  year 
for  a  total  of  14.5%.  This  represents  an  increase  of 
$195.00  per  day  in  operating  cost  between  March  and 
December. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Commis¬ 
sioners,  Town  Officials,  Customers  and  Employees  for 
their  co-operation  during  the  year. 

Following  is  presented  the  details  showing  the  physi¬ 
cal  and  operating  conditions  as  reported  to  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Public  Utilities.

The  categories  of  Old  Age  Assistance,  Aid  to  Depend¬ 
ent  Children,  Disability  Assistance,  General  Relief  and  the 
Town  Infirmary  are  operated  under  the  direction  of  the 
Board  of  Public  Welfare.  Rules  and  regulations  are  pro¬ 
mulgated  by  the  State  Department  of  Public  Welfare. 
Also  a  budgetary  system  is  established  for  use  in  granting 
assistance  to  the  recipients.  Because  of  an  increase  in  the 
general  costs  of  living  as  reported  by  the  State  Division 
on  the  Necessaries  of  Life,  we  received  a  directive  to  in¬ 
crease  the  budget  items  5.8%,  effective  July  1,  1956.  In¬ 
creased  costs  now  are  mainly  attributable  to  ever-increas¬ 
ing  medical  and  hospital  costs.  Exclusive  of  the  Federal 
and  State  reimbursements  received  monthly,  we  have 
available  in  unused  funds  from  our  1956  operations,  an 
amount  of  $54,786.07  Federal  Grants,  which  amount  will 
be  used  as  a  credit  against,  and  to  reduce  the  1957  Town 
Appropriation. 

Periodic  revisits  to  the  homes  of  all  recipients  are 
made  by  our  full-time  Social  Workers.  From  those  reports 
continuing  eligibility  for  the  recipients  is  determined. 
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Old  Age  Assistance:  The  budgetary  system  estab¬ 
lishes  the  grants  to  be  paid  to  the  recipients.  For  a  re¬ 
cipient  living  in  a  family  group,  the  minima  is  $59.00 
monthly.  For  a  recipient  living  alone,  $79.00  monthly. 
In  addition  to  the  $59.00  and  $79.00,  effective  January  1, 
1956,  a  new  item,  “Transportation  Allowance”  of  $2.50 
monthly  was  allowed  to  each  recipient  who  is  not  an 
inmate  of  a  nursing  home  or  institution.  The  cost  per 
case  averaged  $87.00  monthly,  including  hospital,  con¬ 
valescent  home  care  and  medical  costs.  The  grants  to  the 
recipients,  payments  for  hospital  care,  druggist  bills  and 
medical  amounted  to  $266,503.85,  the  greater  part  of 
which  is  reimbursed  by  the  Federal  and  State  Govern¬ 
ments.  The  Town’s  share  was  $42,227.01.  On  the  basis 
of  settlement  laws,  we  paid  other  cities  and  towns 
$5,034.18  and  billed  them  $6,822.74.  Recoveries  under 
the  so  called  lien  law  and  other  sources  were  made  in  the 
amount  of  $16,247.55,  which  have  been  proportionately 
re-distributed  to  Federal,  State, and  Local  Governments. 


Aid  to  Dependent  Children:  This  program  was  first 
established  for  widows  and  children.  It  has  now  been  ex¬ 
tended  to  assist  families  where  there  is  a  divorce  or  legal 
separation,  where  the  father  has  become  physically  in¬ 
capacitated,  deserted  or  incarcerated.  The  object  is  to 
enable  children  to  continue  living  in  their  own  home  as 
a  family  unit.  The  grants  to  the  families  and  payments  for 
medical  amounted  to  $52,216.39,  which  expenditures  are 
participated  in  by  Federal,  State  and  Local  Governments. 
The  Town’s  share  was  $13,350.21. 
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Disability  Assistance:  Needy  persons  eighteen  years 
of  age  or  over,  who  have  been  determined  to  be  per¬ 
manently  and  totally  disabled  by  the  Medical  Review 
Team  of  the  State  Department  of  Public  Welfare  are 
eligible  for  assistance  in  this  category.  The  physical  con¬ 
dition  of  these  recipients  results  in  large  hospital  and 
medical  bills.  The  grants  to  the  families  and  payments 
for  medical  amounted  to  $24,739.90.  The  Commonwealth 
reimburses  75%  of  the  expenditures  which  includes  the 
Federal  participation.  The  local  share  amounted  to 
$6,184.99. 


General  Relief:  The  period  of  good  employment  con¬ 
ditions  and  high  wages  we  have  been  undergoing  the  last 
several  years  has  greatly  reduced  the  straight  welfare 
costs.  Nevertheless,  we  still  have  our  “welfare  cases” 
because  each  community  has  to  take  care  of  its  indigent 
persons — which  indigency  covers  medical  requirements, 
abandonment  of  children  by  their  fathers  and  children 
boarded  out  in  foster  homes.  The  medical  covers  sick, 
infirm  or  disabled,  not  eligible  for  any  other  category. 
The  total  expenditures  amounted  to  $21,040.68  including 
assistance  in  the  town  itself  and  payments  to  the  Common¬ 
wealth  and  other  cities  and  towns  as  well  as  to  the  various 
hospitals  on  Braintree  settled  cases.  Under  the  settlement 
laws  we  received  $1,127.13  from  the  Commonwealth  and 
billed  other  cities  and  towns  $1,607.48. 

Town  Infirmary:  The  main  use  of  this  home  is  to 
house  single  status  homeless  persons  and  those  with  an 
infirmity  or  disability  which  prevents  them  from  procuring 
employment.  The  inmates  must  be  capable  of  caring  for 
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themselves.  Evicted  families  and  other  families  falling 
into  distress  are  admitted  on  a  temporary  basis.  It  has 
also  been  used  to  house  persons  in  times  of  hurricanes 

and  extreme  inclement  weather.  A  superintendent  and 
matron  are  in  charge.  Total  expenditures  were,  for  oper¬ 
ating  costs,  $4,782.51  and  for  repairs  and  maintenance 
$85.50.  Total  income  from  the  Commonwealth  was 
$181.18  and  $240.00  was  received  from  one  inmate, 
making  a  total  of  $421.18.

In  1956  out  of  a  total  of  864  calls  of  all  descriptions, 
56  fires  resulted  with  a  loss  totaling  $70,038.93  with  a 
property  valuation  involved  by  fire  of  $1,697,350.00. 

Fire  prevention  is  considered  one  of  the  most  im¬ 
portant  duties  of  the  Fire  Department.  A  special  effort 
has  been  made  to  increase  the  number  of  inspections  of 
all  classes  of  buildings.  In  1956  a  total  of  approximately 
2,000  inspections  were  made.  Fire  prevention  should  be 
carried  out  the  entire  year.  With  your  help  we  can  still 
lower  our  fire  losses  and  minimize  the  physical  danger  to 
our  citizens. 

The  three  fire  stations  are  in  very  good  condition 
and  require  only  the  usual  maintenance  to  keep  them  in 
good  repair. 

The  Fire  Alarm  System  is  in  very  good  condition  ex¬ 
cept  for  the  installation  of  a  new  conductor  cable  at  the 
Central  Station.  Ten  new  fire  alarm  boxes  were  added  to 
the  system  in  1956,  consisting  of  eight  street  boxes  and 
two  master  fire  alarm  boxes  for  school  and  factory  pro¬ 
tection. 

The  apparatus  and  equipment  are  in  very  good  con¬ 
dition  except  to  modernize  one  of  our  older  engines.  This 
will  give  the  Town  three  class  A  engines  equipped  to  fight 
all  types  of  fires. 

Mutual  Aid  plays  a  very  important  part  in  the  pro¬ 
tection  of  life  and  property.  We  are  grateful  to  have 
automatic  Mutual  Aid  with  our  neighboring  city  and 
towns. 

Our  two  way  radio  purchased  in  1951  with  one 
mobile  unit  added  each  year  until  all  apparatus  are  radio 
equipped,  provides  instantaneous  and  reliable  communi¬ 
cation  between  Fire  Headquarters  and  fire  apparatus 
and  men,  contributing  to  the  efficiency  of  the  Fire  Service. 

We  still  have  two  second  class  school  buildings  not 
protected  by  automatic  springier  systems.  I  have  re¬ 
quested  the  School  Committee  to  continue  the  sprinkler

program  of  one  school  building  a  year  until  all  second 
and  third  class  school  buildings  are  protected  by  auto¬ 
matic  fire  alarm  and  sprinkler  systemss. 

The  large  reduction  in  insurance  premiums  has  in 
many  cases  been  the  prevailing  reason  for  installing  auto¬ 
matic  sprinklers.  Oftentimes  the  annual  savings  is  suf¬ 
ficient  to  pay  for  the  sprinkler  system.  Regardless  of  the 
question  of  safety  which  should  be  the  most  important 
feature  for  the  safety  of  our  school  children  and  school 
buildings,  sprinkler  protection  is  an  excellent  investment. 

STATE  LAW — Upon  the  approach  of  any  fire  ap¬ 
paratus  which  is  going  to  a  fire  or  responding  to  an 
alarm,  every  person  driving  a  vehicle  on  a  way  shall 
immediately  drive  said  vehicle  as  far  as  possible  toward 
the  right  hand  curb  or  side  of  said  way  and  shall  keep  the 
same  at  a  standstill  until  such  fire  apparatus  has  passed. 
No  person  shall  drive  a  vehicle  over  a  hose  of  a  fire  de¬ 
partment,  without  the  consent  of  a  member  of  such  de¬ 
partment.  No  person  shall  drive  a  vehicle  within  eight 
hundred  feet  of  any  fire  apparatus  going  to  a  fire  or 
responding  to  an  alarm,  nor  drive  said  vehicle  or  park 
or  leave  the  same  unattended,  within  six  hundred  feet  of 
a  fire  or  within  the  fire  lines  established  thereat  by  the 
fire  department.  Violations  of  any  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  one 
hundred  dollars. 

Fuel  oil  in  excess  of  ten  gallons  shall  not  be  kept  in  a 
structure  without  a  permit  having  been  obtained  from  the 
head  of  the  Fire  Department.  In  1956  there  were  804  in¬ 
spections  of  fuel  oil  burner  installations.  These  installa¬ 
tions  are  increasing  every  year.  A  person,  firm  or  cor¬ 
poration  shall  not  install  nor  alter  a  fuel  oil  burner  in¬ 
stallation  until  a  certificate  of  competency  has  been  ob- 
stained  from  the  State  Fire  Marshall. 

A  permit  is  required  from  the  head  of  the  Fire 
Department  for  the  installation  and  storage  of  Liquified 
Petroleum  Gas  systems.  Twenty-six  permits  were  issued 
in  1956  for  such  installations,  forty-one  permits  for  blast¬ 
ing  and  532  permits  for  fires  in  open  air. 

Supervised  drills  and  schooling  in  the  Fire  Depart¬ 
ment  are  carried  on  throughout  the  year  to  keep  abreast 
of  the  most  advanced  fire  fighting  techniques  and  equip¬ 
ment. 
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We  used  23,100  feet  of  2^4"  hose:  11,750  feet 
of  114"  hose:  58,510  feet  of  booster  hose:  1,891  feet  of 
ladders.  Our  engines  pumped  water  a  total  of  102  hours. 
We  received  calls  for  167  building  fires,  65  resuscitator 
calls,  307  grass,  woods  and  dump  fires,  1  train  wreck,  1 
plane  crash,  27  automobile  fires,  44  false  alarms,  18  out- 
of-town  calls  and  234  miscellaneous  calls. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  thank  the  Honorable  Board  of 
Selectmen  and  all  others  who  have  assisted  the  Fire  De¬ 
partment  in  carrying  out  its  duties.

Mosquito  Control  Project

The  Town  of  Braintree  appropriated  $5,600  for  mos¬ 
quito  control  in  1956.  This  money  was  used  for  mosquito 
control  in  the  Town  of  Braintree  by  the  South  Shore  Mos¬ 
quito  Control  Project,  a  cooperative  effort  embracing  the 
City  of  Quincy  and  Towns  of  Braintree,  Cohasset,  Duxbury, 
Hingham,  Hull,  Marshfield,  Norwell,  Scituate  and  Wey¬ 
mouth. 

Type  of  Control  Program 

The  basic  program  of  control  continued  to  be  based 
on  drainage  in  the  off-season  and  larvaciding  of  all  areas 
found  to  be  breeding  during  the  mosquito  season.  This 
program  was  supplemented  by  application  of  D.D.T.  dust 
to  selected  areas  during  the  period  when  the  swamps  were 
frozen.  This  dust  upon  the  melting  of  the  ice  and  snow 
falls  to  the  bottom  of  the  pools  and  swamps  and  is  in  a 
position  to  be  effective  against  the  mosquito  larvae.  The 
use  of  a  fog  generator  to  combat  flying  mosquitoes  supple¬ 
mented  the  main  program. 

Encephalitis 

In  late  August  the  public  became  aware  of  the  disease 
Eastern  Equine  Encephalomyelitis. 

This  disease  is  brought  on  by  a  virus  and  is  trans¬ 
mitted  by  mosquitoes.  It  is  a  disease  of  birds  which,  under 
certain  circumstances,  spills  over  to  man  and  horses. 

The  disease  was  first  recognized  in  man  in  Massa¬ 
chusetts  in  1938.  It  has  since  been  recognized  southward 
along  the  Atlantic  seaboard  and  in  the  Gulf  states. 
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The  severe  outbreak  in  humans  and  horses  during 
the  summer  of  1938  in  Massachusetts  was  followed  by  a 
lull  until  1953  and  1954  when  some  horses  were  affected. 
Not  until  1955,  when  four  caseis  were  recognized,  did  the 
disease  in  man  reappear  in  this  state.  This  past  summer 
(based  on  virus  recovery,  serological  evidence,  and  clini¬ 
cal  pictures)  the  disease  was  recognized  in  twelve  humans 
and  definite  diagnosis  is  pending  in  one  case.  In  addition, 
41  horses  and  17  pheasant  farms  were  infected.  A  survey 
of  wild  birds  revealed  virus  in  six  birds. 

Immediately  upon  the  appearance  of  the  disease  in  a 
horse  in  the  area,  the  Project  began  extensive  fogging 
and  larvaciding  operations,  starting  in  the  area  of  the 
horse  case.  This  work  continued  around  the  clock.  Shortly 
after  this,  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Health  warned 
that  danger  existed  and  that  a  program  of  aid  from  the 
Commonwealth  was  being  set  up. 

Since  this  Project  was  the  only  existing  agency  in  the 
position  to  supervise  the  needed  work,  insecticide  and  air¬ 
plane  service  was  provided  to  the  Project  for  use  in  the 
ten  town  area.  Spray  material  was  provided  for  air  spray, 
ground  application  by  Project  equipment,  and  ground  work 
by  any  equipment  made  available  by  the  towns  through 
the  local  Boards  of  Health  and  the  Town  Departments 
possessing  such  equipment. 

The  overtime  labor  for  the  Project's  part  in  this  emer¬ 
gency  work  was  paid  for  from  the  regular  appropriations. 
This  work  was  in  excess  of  that  planned,  based  on  money 
available  to  the  Project.  This  extra  night,  week-end,  and 
holiday  work  severly  strained  the  basic  budget  of  the 
Project,  and  as  a  result,  less  ditching  work  than  planned 
was  possible. 

The  results  of  such  a  program  against  such  a  disease 
are  hard  to  determine  since  it  is  impossible  to  tell  how 
many  infected  mosquitoes  were  killed  and  thus  prevented 
from  passing  the  disease  to  humans. 

With  present  knowledge  of  the  disease,  it  is  equally 
impossible  to  predict  the  future  picture  of  the  disease  in 
this  area.  Our  only  present  attack  is  to  reduce  the  mos¬ 
quito  population  to  as  low  a  level  as  possible  during  the 
critical  period.  The  following  areas  of  action  are  steps  in 
the  right  direction :  Encouraging  towns  bordering  the 
Project  to  attack  the  mosquito  problem  since  area  wide

control  is  more  effective  than  scattered  work,  urging  all 
residents  to  help  out  on  their  own  property,  and  stepping 
up  the  Project’s  ability  to  combat  influxes  of  mosquitoes 
on  the  wing. 

Under  the  present  financial  conditions,  the  Project, 
as  well  as  towns  not  in  organized  districts,  will  always 
have  to  turn  to  the  Commonwealth  for  emergency  funds 
in  the  event  of  encephalitis  outbreaks.  The  alternative, 
which  is  an  approach  that  makes  a  lot  of  sense,  is  more 
wide  spread  mosquito  control  in  southeastern  Massachu¬ 
setts  on  a  sound  financial  basis. 

We  feel  that  the  extra  hours  and  monies  spent  in  this 
emergency  were  well  and  properly  expended  and  surely 
gave  us  greatly  added  protection.  The  fact  that  there  was 
in  existence  in  the  area  hardest  hit  by  the  disease  an  or¬ 
ganization  set  up  to  do  such  work  was  fortunate.  Because 
of  this,  there  was  no  delay  in  planning  air  spray  work  and 
in  getting  ground  work  started.  The  immediate  and  whole¬ 
hearted  efforts  of  the  Health,  Tree,  and  Public  Works 
Departments  of  the  various  towns  added  considerably  to 
the  results. 


Aerial  Spraying 

The  spring  spraying  of  all  fresh  water  swamps  too 
large  to  be  treated  by  hand  was  done  in  the  latter  part  of 
April.  Spot  spraying  was  done  in  various  areas  through¬ 
out  the  summer  when  large  open  areas  were  found  to  be 
breeding  mosquitoes. 

- 

2,386  acres  were  sprayed  in  the  Town  of  Braintree. 
In  August  and  early  September,  during  the  encephalitis 
emergency,  1,350  acres  were  sprayed  by  air. 

Ground  Spraying 

The  ground  crews  circulated  on  a  schedule  through¬ 
out  their  sections  of  the  Project.  They  varied  from  this 
circuit  to  treat  in  the  vicinity  of  complaints  or  to  treat 
places  found  to  be  breeding  by  the  superintendent  or  the 
inspector.  They  then  returned  to  their  rounds. 

During  the  encephalitis  emergency,  crews  worked 
overtime  and  weekends  to  keep  up  with  requests  for  service. 

Inspections 

Throughout  the  breeding  season  the  superintendent 
checks  the  known  breeding  areas  to  know  where  to  direct 
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air  and  ground  spraying  or  drainage  work.  In  the  heavy 
breeding  season  ( June-September)  an  inspector  helps  with 
this  work. 

In  past  years,  some  attention  has  been  paid  to  yard 
by  yard  inspections  for  house  mosquito  breeding.  This 
year  this  work  was  expanded  and  will  have  to  be  expanded 
in  the  future,  since  newspaper  and  radio  items  concerning 
this  important  phase  of  the  work  have  not  yet  reached 
all  persons. 

One  inspection  of  sixty-four  (64)  houses  in  an  isolated 
section  showed  sixty-seven  (67)  containers  capable  of 
breeding  mosquitoes.  Of  these,  forty-six  (46)  were  pro¬ 
ducing  mosquitoes  at  the  time.  Similar  results  obtained  in 
other  sections  checked. 

Such  a  situation  assured  a  neighborhood  of  mosqui¬ 
toes  as  long  as  the  containers  are  around  and  full  of  water 
in  spite  of  work  done  by  the  Project  in  surrounding 
swamps. 


Catchbasin  Spraying 

Two  catchbasin  units  were  operated  the  past  season. 
A  third,  ordered  in  May,  was  delivered  too  late  to  be  of 
use  this  season,  but  will  be  used  next  year. 

These  units  are  compressed  air  sprayers  mounted  on 
three-wheeled  motorcycles. 

In  addition  to  the  above  units,  ground  crews  sprayed 
basins  with  hydraulic  sprayers  from  trucks  to  fill  in  for 
the  unit  not  delivered  in  time. 

Drainage 

The  drainage  program  proceeded  in  both  salt  and 
fresh  water  breeding  places. 

The  past  year  was  the  first  in  which  the  salt  marsh 
ditching  machine  was  used  extensively.  It  was  delivered 
in  late  summer  last  year  and  used  only  in  the  fall. 

The  machine  has  increased  the  pace  of  our  work  on 
the  marshes  and  seems  to  offer  greater  help  when  it  is 
modified  to  fit  the  marshes  in  this  particular  area. 

It  will  be  advisable,  when  budget  figures  allow,  to 
have  a  back-hoe  to  complement  the  work  of  the  marsh 
ditcher  and  allow  certain  fresh  water  work  to  be  done. 
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At  present,  there  are  no  contractors  with  machines  cap¬ 
able  of  going  onto  salt  marsh  without  the  use  of  mats, 
which  procedure  is  both  costly  and  beset  with  chances  of 
miring  the  machine.  It  is,  however,  possible  to  rig  a  back- 
hoe  on  a  machine  similar  to  our  marsh  ditcher  and  be  free 
to  move  anywhere,  within  reason,  on  our  marshes. 

Adult  Mosquito  Control 

Adult  mosquito  control  is  the  killing  of  the  flying 
stage  of  the  mosquito  after  they  have  emerged,  as  opposed 
to  the  larval  stage  which  exists  in  the  water. 

This  year,  as  in  the  past,  the  Project  has  operated  a 
Todd  Insecticidal  Fog,  Applicator,  commonly  called  a  Tifa. 
This  machine  emits  a  fog,  consisting  of  very  fine  droplets 
of  insecticide,  which  drifts  with  the  air  currents  over  the 
area,  wiping  out  adult  mosquitoes. 

The  previously  mentioned  air  spray  during  the  en¬ 
cephalitis  emergency  was  in  the  nature  of  an  adult  pro¬ 
gram. 


Plans  for  Winter 

Throughout  the  months  between  the  past  and  coming 
mosquito  breeding  seasons  much  attention  will  be  given 
to  ditching.  Work  on  the  salt  marsh  will  be  done  in  the 
fall  and  early  spring  and  the  colder  winter  months  will 
be  spent  in  the  more  protected  fresh  water  areas. 

When  snow  and  ice  conditions  are  right,  prehatch 
dusting,  as  was  done  the  last  three  years,  will  be  done. 
The  success  of  the  past  work  along  these  lines  makes  it 
feasible  to  expand  this  program  to  as  much  as  help  and 
weather  permit. 

In  addition  to  the  ground  dusting  noted  above,  it 
is  planned  to  make  a  small  scale  experimental  prehatch 
application  of  D.D.T.  dust  from  the  air. 

Plans  for  Next  Year 

All  phases  of  the  work  carried  out  in  the  past  will 
continue.  Catchbasin  spraying  will  be  strengthened  by 
the  addition  of  the  third  unit.  Expansion  of  the  fogging 
operations  will  be  possible,  where  needed,  with  a  second 
fogging  machine. 
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Problems  to  be  Solved 


The  problem  of  drift  in  of  adult  mosquitoes  from  un¬ 
controlled  areas  should  be  lessened  since  part  of  our  bor¬ 
ders  will  be  protected  by  the  new  Norfolk  County  Project. 
There  is  further  help  in  sight  from  a  group  of  Plymouth 
County  towns  to  the  west  of  us.  They  might  well  be  or¬ 
ganized  by  next  year.  The  still  unresolved  situations  in 
this  connection  are  the  Hingham  Naval  Ammunition  Depot 
and  the  M.D.C.  area  of  the  Blue  Hills.  The  N.A.D.  is  an 
uncontrolled  area  in  the  middle  of  our  Project  and  the 
M.D.C.  property  affects  Quincy  and  Braintree.  We  will 
continue  to  work  in  these  areas  on  an  emergency  basis  to 
give  a  measure  of  protection  to  our  population  affected  by 
their  mosquitoes  and  will  continue  to  try  for  support  from 
these  organizations.

To  the  Members  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Improvement  of  the  Town  Forest  continued  through 
1956  as  planned,  and  with  favorable  weather  conditions 
it  was  possible  to  build  two  footbridges  where  trails  cross 
the  brook  that  runs  through  the  forest.  Construction  of 
these  bridges  had  been  scheduled  for  1955,  but  had  to  be 
postponed  because  of  the  heavy  floods  in  that  year. 

A  bright  spot  in  the  year  was  that  vandalism,  re¬ 
sulting  in  considerable  damage  to  the  forest  in  past  years, 
has  reduced  to  a  minimum.  We  hope  that  this  condition 
will  continue,  as  the  possibility  of  vandalism  is  a  factor 
that  must  always  be  considered  in  creating  facilities  in  the 
forest  that  would  benefit  those  who  use  them  in  a  proper 
manner. 

Members  of  the  Braintree  Town  Forest  Committee 
attended  the  annual  meeting  for  Massachusetts  Town 
Forest  Committees  sponsored  each  Fall  by  the  Massachu¬ 
setts  Forest  and  Park  Association.  The  meeting  this  year 
was  held  jointly  in  Natick  and  Wellessley.  Natick  in 
particular  is  making  extensive  use  of  its  town  forest  in 
connection  with  the  study  of  natural  history  in  its  schools, 
and  we  feel  that  the  Braintree  forest  affords  the  same 
opportunities  to  our  schools,  if  they  wish  to  use  it. 

In  conclusion,  the  Town  Forest  Committee,  would 
like  to  point  oub  again,  as  it  has  in  the  past,  that  the 
forest’s  value  as  one  of  Braintree’s  recreational  assets 
will  become  increasingly  obvious  as  the  town  continues 
to  be  built  up,  industrially  and  residentially.  The  fact 
that  the  Town  Forest  is  completely  surrounded  by  resi¬ 
dential  property  makes  it  unlikely  that  the  town  would 
ever  be  asked  to  consider  giving  part  of  it  up  to  industry, 
as  has  hoppened  to  part  of  another  of  the  town’s  recre¬ 
ational  areas  in  the  past  year.  Your  committee  considers 
the  relatively  small  sum  spent  on  the  Town  Forest  one  of 
the  best  long-range  investments  the  town  can  make.

The  sewers  in  Brewster  Avenue,  Court  Road  and 
Selwyn  Road  were  constructed  by  and  at  the  expense  of 
private  developers.  This  work,  totaling  1,803  feet,  was 
done  under  the  supervision  of  the  Sewer  Department  in 
accordance  with  current  contract  construction  specifica¬ 
tions. 

The  work  in  the  Woodside  area,  under  a  contract 
with  Giangrande-Andreasse,  Inc.  from  the  previous  year, 
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was  completed  in  April.  The  remaining  work  was  done 
under  a  unit  price  contract  with  J.  W.  Construction  Co., 
Inc.,  theijrs  being  the  lowest  bid  received  from  five  con¬ 
tractors.  Except  for  some  minor  repairs,  all  of  the  contract 
work  was  completed  by  December. 

The  total  cost  of  the  year's  work  amounted  to 
$146,402.  The  average  cost  of  8-inch  sewer  construction 
was  $14.80  per  linear  foot.  This  year’s  work  made  the 
sewer  available  to  167  more  buildings.  The  present  sewer 
system  can  serve  4,131  buildings  or  about  52%  of  the 
7,973  dwellings,  business,  school  and  industrial  buildings 
in  the  Town. 

Assessments : 

Sewer  assessments  amounting  to  $48,334.28  were 
levied  against  174  properties.  This  figure  includes 
$6,653.95  levied  against  28  lots  in  new  developments. 

House  Connections: 

There  were  222  sewer  connections  totalling  12,540 
feet,  made  during  the  year  at  a  cost  of  $51,586.59.  Also, 
16  connections  were  extended  to  the  street  line  on  Peach 
Street  so  the  new  street  surfacing  would  not  have  to  be 
disturbed  later  on  when  the  houses  are  connected. 

Under  the  construction  appropriation,  a  6-inch  cast 
iron  force  main  1,945  feet  long  ,was  constructed  to  serve 
the  new  Elementary  School  on  Old  Liberty  Street  at  a  cost 
of  $17,576.  Pumps  installed  in  the  new  school  building 
will  force  the  school  sewage  through  this  line  up  to  the 
gravity  sewer  in  Peach  Street. 

There  are  now  a  total  of  3,313  buildings  connected 
with  the  sewer  system,  or  80%  of  the  buildings  where  the 
sewer  is  available.  There  were  70  applications  for  sewer 
connection  on  file  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Maintenance : 

During  the  winter  months  most  of  the  main  and 
lateral  sewers  were  inspected  and  cleaned.  There  were 
no  stoppages  but  a  number  of  root  growths  had  to  be 
removed. 

A  lot  of  land  on  Howard  Street  adjacent  to  the 
Braintree-Quincy  line  containing  3,800  square  feet  of 
land,  was  acquired  for  a  sewage  pumping  station  site  from 
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Industrial  Properties,  Inc.  at  a  cost  of  $467.33.  Plans  and 
specifications  for  a  sewage  pumping  station  to  be  built 
on  the  site  are  now  being  prepared  by  Metcalf  and  Eddy 
and  will  be  ready  early  in  1957. 

A  report  submitted  this  year  on  the  present  sewage 
pumping  stations  recommended  that  steps  be  taken  im¬ 
mediately  to  prepare  for  a  large  increase  in  flow  to  be 
expected  when  the  proposed  shopping  center  and  South¬ 
east  Expressway  are  completed  in  the  Common  Street 
pumping  district. 

We  appreciate  the  valuable  assistance  and  coopera¬ 
tion  received  from  other  departments  of  the  Town.

Although  there  has  been  a  noticeable  decrease  in 
residential  development  during  1956,  the  enforcement  of 
the  rules  and  regulations  which  apply  to  subdivisions,  has 
been  and  continues  to  be  a  major  activity  of  the  Planning 
Board.  During  the  past  year  many  public  hearings  on  sub¬ 
division  applications  have  been  held  by  the  Board  as  well 
as  regular  monthly  meetings  and  numerous  informal  meet¬ 
ings  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  and  clarifying  various 
problems  associated  with  residential  developments. 

The  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  recent  increases 
in  minimum  lot  size  requirements  as  well  as  the  revisions 
of  the  subdivision  requirements  are  partially  responsible 
for  holding  residential  development  at  a  fairly  reasonable 
level. 

The  Board  has  made  a  determined  effort  during 
1956  to  make  Braintree  more  attractive  for  business  and 
industrial  development.  In  the  past  two  years  several  large 
tracts  of  land  have  been  rezoned  to  permit  the  location  of 
business  and  industry  in  our  Town.  The  proposed  shop¬ 
ping  center  plans  have  advanced  and  we  expect  to  have 
something  quite  definite  in  the  near  future.  The  estab¬ 
lishment  of  the  Bay  State  Moulding  Company,  the  ex¬ 
pansion  of  Tedeschi’s  facilities  and  the  work  done  to 
bring  the  Walworth  Company  to  Braintree  in  spite  of 
the  tremendous  competition  from  several  other  communi¬ 
ties  is  well  known  to  you.  We  feel  strongly  that  housing 
developments  will  continue  and  that  everything  possible 
must  be  done  so  that  our  Town  secures  the  highest  grade 
of  housing  developments  and  that  an  economic  balance  is 
maintained  by  bringing  in  new  business  and  industry  to 
equalize  the  tax  burden  of  the  homeowner. 

A  joint  study  is  presently  underway  by  the  Planning 
Board  and  the  Industrial  Development  Commission  to 
determine  the  need  for  rezoning  of  additional  areas  to 
business  and  industrial  zones,  particularly  those  areas 
which  are  situated  adjacent  to  the  proposed  Route  128 
and  the  Southeast  Expressway.  Articles  covering  pro¬ 
posed  zoning  changes  will  be  presented  to  the  Annual 
Town  Meeting  in  March. 

The  next  Town  Meeting  will  be  asked  to  accept  al¬ 
most  three  miles  of  new  streets  which  have  been  con¬ 
structed  and  utilities  installed  in  accordance  with  the 
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rules  and  regulations  governing  subdivisions  at  no  expense 
to  the  Town. 

The  Planning  Board  has  worked  closely  with  the 
Parks  and  Playground  Commission  to  make  new  areas 
available  for  playgrounds  in  new  residential  develop¬ 
ments. 

During  the  past  ten  years  of  subdivision  control  in 
Braintree,  it  has  been  necessary  to  revise  the  requirements 
set  forth  in  the  rules  and  regulations  pertaining  to  hous¬ 
ing  developments,  three  times  in  order  to  keep  pace  with 
fast  changing  conditions.  Even  now,  plans  are  being  made 
to  hold  conferences  with  all  Town  Departments  regarding* 
this  matter  after  which  a  public  hearing  will  be  held  as 
required  by  law,  prior  to  any  changes  being  made. 

The  Planning  Board  meets  regularly  the  third  Monday 
of  every  month,  however,  due  to  the  many  matters  brought 
to  its’  attention,  as  well  as  the  requirement  of  the  statute 
which  calls  for  Planning  Board  certification  of  all  plans 
to  be  recorded,  hardly  a  week  passes  without  the  Board 
meeting  to  act  on  these  approvals  so  that  citizens  will 
not  be  delayed  in  the  transfers  of  land  and  homes. 

The  Planning  Board  welcomes  suggestions  and  will 
continue  to  do  all  it  can  for  the  best  interests  of  the  Town 
of  Braintree  and  the  people  residing  here. 

The  Board  wishes  to  express  its  grateful  appreciation 
for  the  cooperation  received  from  all  Town  Officials,  Com¬ 
mittee  Members,  and  especially  to  Mr.  Harold  Pearl,  Town 
Engineer  and  his  staff,  who  have  been  of  invaluable  serv¬ 
ice  to  the  Board.

Parks  and  Playgrounds 

Playground  and  waterfront  activity  during  the  past 
season  have  been  at  an  all  time  high.  This  activity, 
coupled  with  extensive  use  of  Park  facilities,  by  various 
leagues  and  civic  groups  in  Town,  have  made  1956  a 
most  successful  and  very  busy  year.  A  complete  program 
of  athletics,  arts  and  crafts  and  game  activity  was  pre¬ 
sented  at  eleven  playgrounds  while  swimming  classes, 
beginners  to  senior  life  saving,  were  carried  on  as  part  of 
our  waterfront  program.  The  Park  and  Playground  Com¬ 
mission  will  continue  to  offer  a  good  playground  and 
waterfront  program  under  competent  leadership  for  the 
children  of  Braintree. 

Over  seventy  different  teams  have  used  our  play¬ 
grounds  during  the  1956  season,  playing  organized  base¬ 
ball,  softball  and  football.  This  above  does  not  include 
the  forty  teams  playing  organized  ball  in  our  Park  system 
during  the  summer  vacation  period.

This  year  the  Park  Department  took  over  the  main- 
tainence  of  the  Braintree  Municipal  Golf  Course,  which 
proved  very  successful.  More  improvements  will  be  made 
during  the  next  three  years  to  bring  the  Course  back  as 
it  was  originally. 

Your  Park  Department  now  has  twelve  playgrounds 
and  two  swimming  areas  in  its  system.  Watson  Park, 
Faxon,  Adams  and  Swifts  Beach  are  located  in  East 
Braintree.  The  Hollis  field,  Penniman  and  Lakeside  are 
in  Braintree.  Frenchs  Common,  Dyer  Hill  and  Hollings¬ 
worth  Park,  plus  Sunset  Lake  are  located  in  South  Brain¬ 
tree.  The  Braintree  Highlands  have  two  play  areas,  Foster 
and  Highlands  School  yards.  The  section  of  Town  not 
covered  by  the  Park  system  are  Braintree  Five  Corners 
and  Braintree  Heights. 

The  Park  Commission  in  their  long  range  program, 
have  in  mind  the  locating  of  small  triple  size  house-lot 
play  areas  throughout  the  Town  to  keep  small  children 
off  the  streets.

Herewith  is  submitted  the  annual  report  of  the 
Braintree  Board  of  Health  for  the  year  ending*  December 
31,  1956. 

Dental  Clinics:  At  the  opening  of  the  school  year 

dental  examinations  were  given  to  all  the  pupils  from 
kindergarten  through  the  eighth  grades. 

The  local  dentists  were  contacted  and  they  volun¬ 
teered  their  services  to  do  this  general  examination. 

Following  the  examinations,  notices  went  home  to 
the  parents  of  those  children  who  were  found  in  need 
of  dental  attention. 

On  the  notices  it  was  requested  that  all  parents 
arrange  for  the  dental  work  to  be  done  by  their  family 
dentist 

Those  cards  returned  requesting  clinic  were  care¬ 
fully  studied  and  consulted  with  the  teachers  of  the 
building  where  the  child  was  attending  school  also,  dis¬ 
trict  supervisor,  district  principal  and  school  nurse. 

If  there  was  still  doubt  in  regard  to  these  clinical 
cases,  I  contacted  Visiting  Nurse  Association  for  further 
information  before  accepting  them. 

Other  letters,  telephone  calls  were  made  to  parents 
as  the  occasion  called  for. 

By  determining  the  number  of  days  in  the  school 
year  that  the  dentist  could  work  and  considering  the 
increased  population  the  conditions  of  the  teeth  in  each 
building,  a  working  schedule  was  planned  whereby  the 
clinic  would  remain  in  each  building  a  certain  number 
of  weeks  during  the  year. 

The  dental  hygienist  precedes  the  dentist  in  each 
building  where  she  organizes  the  schedule  and  prepares 
the  clinical  cases  which  will  be  done  by  the  school  clinic. 
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After  the  general  examinations  the  local  dentists 
commented  on  the  vast  improvement  all  over  the  town  in 
the  condition  they  found  the  children’s  teeth. 

The  dentists  who  examined  the  Junior  High  level 
commented  in  particular  the  good  condition  and  care  of 
the  teeth. 

Dr.  Ludlow  will  make  it  possible  to  continue  the 
prizes  given  in  the  classrooms  which  obtain  100%  on 
the  dental  charts,  by  contacting  local  dentists  for  dona¬ 
tions,  to  be  used  for  this  purpose. 

For  educational  part  of  the  program  dental  posters 
have  been  hung  in  the  building  also  reading  materials 
pertaining  to  dental  health  and  brushing  habits  at  home 
were  distributed. 

I  had  a  meeting  with  Miss  Hayden,  also  Visual  Edu¬ 
cators  from  H.  P.  Hood  &  Sons  from  Boston  arranging 
and  planning  slides  to  be  shown  on  Dental  Health  and 
General  Nutrition  in  February. 

These  slides  will  be  shown  in  all  buildings  including 
kindergarten  level  through  8th  grades. 

In  closing  I  would  like  to  thank  principals,  teachers, 
nurses,  secretaries  and  custodians  for  their  excellent  co¬ 
operation.  I  would  also  like  to  thank  Mr.  Proctor,  Mr. 
Raymond,  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Health  and  local 
dentists  for  their  valued  services.

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Diphtheria  Clinic:  The  Diphtheria  Clinic  held  in  the 
spring  was  well  attended.  Some  52  children  had  the  triple 
antigen  shots  of  diphtheria  tetanus-pertussis,  and  483 
children  had  the  booster  shots  administered  consisting  of 
diphtheria  and  tetanus  toxoids.  Those  children  admini¬ 
stered  by  their  own  doctor  were  373  in  number,  making 
in  all  a  grand  total  of  908  children  having  had  the  neces¬ 
sary  shots.  Again  the  co-operative  agencies  of  the  Brain¬ 
tree  Visiting  Nurse  Association,  the  School  Department 
nurses  and  the  attending  physicians  served  to  make  this 
clinic  a  success. 

Milk  Testing:  Once  each  month  samples  of  milk 
were  taken  from  dealers  delivering  milk  in  Braintree. 
These  samples  were  tested  for  butter  fat,  total  solids, 
phosphates,  bacteria  and  coli.  These  tests  reveal  that  the 
milk  being  delivered  in  Braintree  maintains  a  consistently 
high  level.  It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  no  milk-borne 
disease  has  occurred  in  Braintree,  for  quite  some  few 
years.  Any  resident  of  Braintree,  so  desiring,  can  review 
the  results  of  these  tests  at  the  Board  of  Health  Office. 

Eating  and  Drinking  Establishments:  The  over-all 

results  of  the  program  for  the  inspection  of  eating  and 
drinking  establishments,  including  the  Schools  and  In¬ 
dustrial  Cafeterias  indicate  a  steady  and  healthy  graph 
of  improvement.  A  bi-monthly  test  of  all  establishments 
was  made  and  the  results  of  these  tests  (bacteria  count) 
were  forwarded  to  each  establishment.  In  the  event 
high  bacteria  count  was  recorded,  an  immediate  re-check 
test  was  conducted,  and  steps  taken  to  remedy  question¬ 
able  sources  of  high  incident. 

Tuberculosis  Prevention,  Communicable  Diseases  and 
Health  Education:  The  execution  of  the  various  pro¬ 
grams  connected  with  the  above  named  captions  have 
been  very  efficiently  carried  out  by  the  Braintree  Visit¬ 
ing  Nurse  Association.  Braintree  still  continues  to  report 
a  low  incident  of  communicable  diseases.  Credit  should 
also  be  given  to  the  Braintree  School  Department  Health 
Division  for  its  active  participation  in  the  co-operative  and 
assistance  rendered  to  these  Health  Programs. 

Constant  use  of  the  facilities  of  the  State  Department 
of  Public  Health,  and  the  South  Metropolitan  Division  of 
the  State  Department  of  Public  Health  was  employed. 
Their  ready  and  willing  co-operation  in  all  matters  have 
been  most  helpful  and  appreciative. 
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Polio  Clinics 


The  Board  of  Health  in  conjunction  with  the  Brain¬ 
tree  Visiting  Nurse  Association,  School  Health  Depart¬ 
ment,  and  all  the  Doctors  conducted  the  first  Polio  Clinic 
during  the  months  of  May  and  June,  1955. 

The  Clinics  were  held  at  the  Jonas  Perkins  School, 
Watson  School,  Penniman  School,  Donald  Ross  School, 
Noah  Torrey  School,  Highlands  School,  Monatiquot  School 
and  the  Lakeside  School  and  Town  Hall. 

In  all  a  total  of  4,598  children  received  their  first 
and  second  innoculation  of  Polio  vaccine  and  465  children 
received  third  or  Booster  shots,  in  1956. 

The  Board  of  Health  through  this  medium  express 
its  gratitude  to  the  doctors,  the  Braintre  Visiting  Nurse 
Association  and  their  auxiliaries,  and  the  School  Health 
Department  for  their  gracious  co-operation  in  this  pro¬ 
gram. 

Equine  Encephalitis:  A  more  than  concernng  out¬ 
break  of  this  devastating  disease  of  horse  and  man  ap¬ 
peared  in  several  communities  on  the  South  Shore  during 
the  year  1956. 

Braintree  however,  was  extremely  fortunate,  not  a 
case  was  reported.  The  Board  of  Health  trusts  that  with 
proper  funds  and  facilities  we  may  be  in  a  position  to 
make  a  similar  report  for  the  year  1957. 

A  condensed  history  of  this  disease  follows: 

The  word  encephalitis  means  inflammation  of  the 
brain.  The  causes  are  many.  We  shall  confine  our  dis¬ 
cussion  in  this  pamphlet  to  the  cases  caused  by  the  eastern 
virus  of  equine  encephalomyelitis.  The  word  equine  is 
used  because  the  disease  was  first  found  in  horses. 

Cause 

The  etiology  or  cause  of  equine  encephalitis  (i.e., 
the  disease  occurring  in  horses)  in  this  country  was  not 
established  definitely  until  1930,  when  Meyer  and  his 
group  isolated  the  causative  agent,  a  virus.  At  the  time 
of  their  work,  an  epidemic  of  the  disease  had  been  oc¬ 
curring  among  the  horses  of  southern  California.  Prior 
to  the  discovery  of  the  virus,  such  cases  had  been  attri¬ 
buted  to  botulism,  forage  poisoning,  etc. 
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In  1933,  an  epidemic  occurred  along  the  eastern  sea- 
coast.  It  was  shown  by  Ten  Broeck  and  Merrill  to  be  due 
to  a  virus  which  was  distinct  from  that  causing  the  disease 
in  the  West.  The  eastern  variety  is  much  more  severe 
than  the  western  type. 

OCCURRENCE 

In  the  past,  most  of  the  cases  in  horses  in  Massachu¬ 
setts  have  occurred  south  of  Boston,  being  particularly 
concentrated  in  an  area  between  the  Rhode  Island  line 
and  Hingham,  Pembroke  and  Carver.  Very  few  cases 
have  occurred  near  the  seacoast.  Isolated  cases  have  oc¬ 
curred  in  horses  as  far  north  as  Wilmington  and  as  far 
west  as  Westboro. 

Human  cases  also  have  been  centered  in  the  south- 
eastern  part  of  the  State.  However,  cases  also  have  oc¬ 
curred  in  residents  of  the  Metropolitan  area. 

Reservoir 

So  far,  our  discussion  has  centered  around  horses,  but 
actually,  although  serving  as  accidental  secondary  hosts 
for  the  virus,  they,  like  man,  are  not  an  important  reservoir 
of  the  virus.  Wild  birds  are  the  principal  reservoirs  of 
infection  in  the  United  States.  In  other  words,  it  is  pri¬ 
marily  a  disease  of  birds.  Domestic  birds  may  be  reservoirs 
of  Western  virus. 

Spread 

The  disease  is  transmitted  by  the  bite  of  mosquitoes. 
The  first  important  clue  to  the  mechanism  of  spread  of 
the  disease  was  provided  by  the  classic  experiments  of 
Kelser,  carried  out  at  Harvard  Medical  School,  who  showed 
that  the  virus  could  be  transmitted  by  the  mosquito  Aedes 
aegypti.  Subsequently,  Kelser  and  others  demonstrated 
that  other  types  of  mosquitoes  are  capable  of  transmitting 
the  virus. 

The  disease  is  not  directly  transmissible  from  man 
to  man  or  from  the  horse  to  man  under  natural  conditions. 

The  most  dangerous  sources  of  infected  mosquitoes 
are  the  large  swamp  areas  where  wild  birds  find  safe 
refuse  and  where  mosquitoes  abound.  Under  such  con¬ 
ditions,  the  disease  becomes  widespread  among  the  birds 
and  eventually  mosquitoes  infected  by  biting  the  birds 
transmit  the  disease  to  horses  and  man.  The  disease  is 
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usually  mild  or  entirely  symptomless  in  birds,  but  very 
severe  in  horses  and  man. 

Symptoms 

Among-  the  more  prominent  signs  and  symptoms  are 
fever,  irritability,  drowsiness  progressing  to  coma,  mus¬ 
cular  twitching-  and  convulsions.  Most  often  the  individual 
also  will  experience  headache,  stiff  neck  and  dizziness. 
Cyanosis  (purplish  color)  will  be  noted  sometimes. 

After  the  acute  stage,  the  patient  may  be  comatose 
and  have  rigid  muscles  for  many  days. 

The  disease  is  extremely  severe  in  infants.  Indeed,  it 
has  proved  fatal  for  most  of  the  infants  in  Massachusetts 
that  have  come  down  with  it.  Another  unfortunate  feature 
is  the  poor  outlook  for  those  who  survive.  Paralysis  and 
marked  mental  retardation  have  been  the  rule. 

It  appears  that  the  disease  is  less  severe  in  older 
children  and  especially  adults.  They  seem  to  be  able  to 
cope  with  it  better  than  infants.  They  may  even  recover 
completely. 

Diagnosis 

The  best  way  to  confirm  the  diagnosis  of  eastern 
equine  encephalitis  is  by  examining  the  blood  of  the  in¬ 
dividual.  Certain  changes  there  will  enable  the  doctor 
to  state  whether  or  not  the  recent  illness  was  due  to  this 
virus.  If  the  disease  proves  fatal,  the  virus  may  be  isolated 
from  the  brain. 

Treatment 

As  with  most  virus  diseases,  there  is  no  specific  treat¬ 
ment  for  this  form  of  encephalitis.  None  of  the  drug3, 
like  penicillin  for  instance,  has  any  effect. 

Prevention 

As  the  disease  is  spread  by  the  bite  of  the  mosquito, 
individual  control  measures  against  this  disease  center 
around  the  prevention  of  mosquito  bites,  especially  in 
southeastern  Massachusetts.  Such  measures  are  the  use 
of  mosquito  nets,  screens  and  insect  sprays.  Community 
measures  for  mosquito  eradication  include  spraying,  drain¬ 
ing  swamps  and  marshes,  etc. 
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History  of  the  Disease  in  Massachusetts 

The  first  proof  that  man  could  be  infected  with  the 
virus  of  horse  sleeping  sickness  was  produced  in  this  State 
in  1938.  The  eastern  virus  was  isolated  from  the  first 
three  fatal  cases  which  came  under  study.  Shortly  there¬ 
after  the  western  virus  was  isolated  from  a  fatal  case  in 
California. 

In  1938,  there  were  34  cases  of  whom  25  died.  Of 
the  nine  survivors,  only  one  has  lived  a  normal  life  follow¬ 
ing  the  disease.  Most  survivors  had  serious  paralysis  and 
mental  retardation.  Nearly  300  horses  died  of  the  disease 
in  the  same  year. 

To  aid  in  planning  control  measures  in  future  epi¬ 
demic  years,  a  state-wide  mosquito  survey  was  carried  out 
in  1939.  More  than  a  quarter  million  mosquitoes  and 
larvae  (wrigglers)  were  collected  and  identified.  Informa¬ 
tion  was  recorded  in  regard  to  the  kinds  of  places  in  which 
they  were  found.  Experiments  were  carried  out  to  deter¬ 
mine  which  mosquitoes  could  transmit  the  eastern  virus 
from  animal  to  animal  in  the  laboratory.  Various  kinds  of 
birds  were  infected  by  mosquitoes  which  had  fed  on  ani¬ 
mals  and  birds  ill  of  the  disease.  All  of  this  information 
is  now  available  to  help  throw  light  on  the  manner  of 
spread  of  the  disease. 

Between  1938  and  1955,  no  human  cases  of  the  disease 
were  found  in  the  State.  An  occasional  horse  was  reported 
as  dying  of  the  disease,  but  the  eastern  virus  was  not 
isolated  from  them. 

In  1953,  a  survey  was  carried  out  around  Hockomock 
Swamp,  the  largest  swamp  in  the  State,  lying  in  Tounton, 
Raynham,  Norton,  Easton,  Bridgewater  and  West  Bridge- 
water.  Numerous  birds  were  shot  and  blood  samples  taken 
for  laboratory  study.  One  out  of  five  of  these  birds  showed 
evidence  of  previous  infection,  and  the  eastern  virus  was 
isolated  from  one  bird.  Two  horses  died  in  Duxbury  and 
Pembroke  and  one  yielded  eastern  virus.  These  observa¬ 
tions  confirmed  that  the  virus  is  present  in  the  State. 

In  1955,  the  disease  appeared  in  horses  again  prin¬ 
cipally  south  of  Boston,  but  with  an  occasional  case  as 
far  north  as  Wilmington  and  as  far  west  as  Marlboro.  Late 
in  the  season,  four  human  cases  were  recognized  by  lab¬ 
oratory  methods.  One  died,  one  is  in  a  feeble-minded  in¬ 
stitution  and  the  other  two  made  a  fairly  good  recovery. 
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In  1956,  infants  began  to  die  by  the  first  of  August. 
Simultaneously,  the  disease  appeared  in  horses.  This  early 
appearance  indicated  that  the  disease  might  become  wide¬ 
spread.  Mosquito  control  was  strongly  recommended  to 
individuals,  cities  and  towns  and  the  State. 

The  State  undertook  to  spray  by  plane  all  of  the 
large  swamps  in  the  area  concerned.  The  lands  under 
their  own  control  were  to  be  sprayed  by  the  Department 
of  Natural  Resources,  the  Department  of  Public  Works, 
and  the  Metropolitan  District  Commission. 

Community  Control 

To  each  city  and  town  fell  the  responsibility  to  control 
mosquitoes  outside  the  large  swamps.  The  most  effective 
method  is  to  spray  DDT  upon  all  foliage  along  roadsides 
and  in  wooded  areas  at  the  rate  of  one  pound  per  acre. 
Any  swamps  or  low  areas  containing  collections  of  water 
should  also  be  sprayed  to  prevent  further  breeding.  More 
details  can  be  obtained  from  the  Massachusetts  Reclama¬ 
tion  Board,  whose  office  is  in  the  state  Department  of 
Agriculture. 

Control  on  Private  Premises 

Property  owners  control  mosquitoes  on  their  own 
premises.  Outside  the  house,  residual  spraying  of  DDT  is 
also  advised.  An  ordinary  garden  sprayer  can  be  used. 
A  pound  of  50%  wettable  DDT  placed  in  a  three  gallon 
garden  sprayer  and  filled  three-quarters  full  of  water  will 
cover  a  half  acre  of  trees  and  bushes.  An  area  100  by  200 
feet  is  approximately  a  half  acre. 

Inside  the  house,  ordinary  insect  sprays  containing 
5%  DDT  can  be  used.  The  upper  three  feet  of  the  walls 
of  rooms  are  the  most  important  areas  to  spray.  This  is 
where  mosquitoes  usually  rest  while  waiting  to  bite. 
Screens  may  also  be  sprayed  to  kill  mosquitoes  which  light 
on  them.  The  inside  of  outbuildings  should  also  be  sprayed 
with  DDT. 
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Veterans'  Services 

The  Department  of  Veterans  Services  operates  under 
Chapter  115  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts,  as  amended  by  Chapter  584  of  the 
Acts  of  1946. 

The  purpose  of  the  department  is  to  render  aid  to 
eligible  Veterans,  their  dependents  or  dependents  of  de¬ 
ceased  veterans.  However,  it  must  be  emphasized  that 
this  is  not  a  pension,  but  rather  temporary  aid. 

During  the  year  1956  assistance  has  been  granted  to 
115  cases  involving  296  persons.  The  budget  assigned 
by  the  Commissioner  of  Veterans  Services  is  the  deter¬ 
mining  factor  as  to  the  amount  of  aid  granted  to  an  appli¬ 
cant.  The  Town  is  reimbursed  50%  of  all  expenditures 
approved  by  the  State  Department. 

The  full  facilities  of  this  office  are  available  to 
Veterans  and  their  dependents  daily  for  assistance,  con¬ 
sultation  and  advice  on  their  many  problems.  A  free 
Notary  Public  and  Photostatic  service  is  maintained  for 
the  benefit  of  the  veteran  and  his  dependents.

Industrial  Business  and 
Development  Commission  Report 

With  the  cooperation  of  the  Planning  Board,  steps 
were  taken  to  rezone  from  Residential  A  to  Industrial 
approximately  400  acres  in  the  south  end  of  town.  This 
area  is  primarily  owned  by  the  Prosperity  Development 
Corporation  and  is  bounded  by  the  Weymouth  line  and 
Route  No.  128.  This  Commission  is  continuing  to  work  with 
representatives  of  this  Corporation  in  the  development  of 
this  area. 

The  Federated  Stores  have  submitted  progress  reports 
upon  request  of  this  Commission  which  indicate  that  the 
Shopping  Center  will  become  a  reality  in  due  time. 
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This  Commission  established  and  furnished  an  ade¬ 
quately  equipped  office  in  the  basement  of  the  new 
Thayer  Public  Library.  This  space  was  made  available 
by  the  Trustees  of  the  Library  and  the  Commission  wish 
to  thank  the  Trustees  for  their  interest  and  cooperation. 

A  further  survey  of  areas  in  the  town  by  this  Com¬ 
mission  has  resulted  in  the  recommendation  for  the  re¬ 
zoning  of  additional  areas  for  Industrial  purposes.

This  Commission  has  been  compiling  data  for  a  bro¬ 
chure  for  the  town  which  it  hopes  to  publish  during  1957.

In  accordance  with  the  By-Laws  of  the  Town,  we 
herewith  submit  our  annual  report  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1956. 

Another  most  active  year,  new  construction  was  some 
what  less  than  in  1955,  but  still  considerable.  Building 
and  sub-divisions  made  the  work  load  on  our  office  staff 
and  the  Board  as  great  with  new  regulations  and  changes 
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in  laws  continually  increasing  with  the  same  personal,  it 
becomes  more  difficult  every  year  to  do  the  work  required. 
The  Board  has  given  considerable  thought  and  research 
into  mechanization  available  now  and  used  by  most  other 
towns  and  cities.  The  time  is  fast  approaching  when  this 
wdll  have  to  be  done.  Increased  appropriations  every 
year  are  placing  a  great  burden  on  the  property  tax,  and 
some  solution  may  be  worked  out  on  the  State  level. 

The  Special  Commission  who  recently  completed  an 
exhausting  study  have  brought  out  some  very  striking 
situations  that  have  resulted  among  other  things  in  a 
manual  published  for  the  first  time  by  the  Department  of 
Corporations  and  Taxation  for  the  use  of  all  Assessing 
Departments. 

There  is  a  bright  spot  on  the  horizon  for  Braintree 
in  the  near  future.  The  Walworth  Co.  are  starting  soon 
on  the  building  of  their  new  plant,  and  the  Shopping 
Center  plans  are  going  forward  with  some  other  projects 
which  will  tend  to  balance  our  tax  structure.  The  Plan¬ 
ning  Board,  Industrial  Commission,  and  other  Depart¬ 
ments  have  done  an  outstanding  job  in  these  plans. 

The  Board  is  appreciative  of  the  cooperation  of  all 
other  Departments  and  particularly  to  our  own  staff  for 
their  continual  efforts  to  keep  up  with  these  increasing 
problems.

During  the  year  1956  two  patrolmen  resigned  to 
better  their  financial  condition.  One  entered  private 
business  and  the  other  established  a  contracting  business. 
One  Lieutenant  retired  because  of  ill  health.  Replace¬ 
ments  were  made  in  the  case  of  the  two  patrolmen  and 
we  are  awaiting  an  examination  to  establish  an  eligible 
list  so  the  vacancy  in  the  Lieutenants’  ranks  can  be  filled. 

In  my  budget  request  for  1957  I  have  asked  for  an 
increase  in  the  Chief’s  salary.  I  have  also  asked  for  three 
new  Patrolmen  and  for  four  new  cars.  Two  of  the  cars 
asked  for  would  be  of  the  station  wagon  type.  Under 
the  plan  they  would  be  equipped  with  stretchers,  in- 
halators  and  First  Aid  kits  and  would  be  used  as  patrol 
cars.  With  this  type  of  equipment  immediately  available 
they  could  render  more  efficient  and  faster  service  to 
the  citizens  of  our  community. 

During  the  year  we  have  added  eleven  women  Traffic 
Supervisors  to  cover  school  crossings.  They  have  worked 
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out  very  satisfactorily  and  are  a  really  conscientious 
group ;  very  loyal  to  their  duty. 

During  the  year  we  have  made  Several  surveys  on 
Traffic  problems  and  have  received  splendid  cooperation 
from  the  Selectmen,  Highway  Department  and  the  State 
Department  of  Public  Works.  - 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Finance 
Committee  and  all  others  who  have  shown  a  spirit  of  co¬ 
operation  toward  my  Department.

To  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Braintree : 

Nineteen  fifty-six  will  live  in  the  annals  of  the  Thayer 
Public  Library  as  the  year  in  which  Stacy  Baxter  South- 
worth  retired  as  Trustee  and  as  Chairman  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees.  Stacy  Southworth  served  the  Thayer  Public 
Library  with  rare  devotion  and  self-sacrifice,  with  energy,, 
enthusiasm  and  skill — and  this  over  a  period  of  35  years. 
The  Trustees  acknowledge  his  retirement  with  profound 
regrets  and  with  a  deep  feeling  of  gratitude  for  his  manjr 
years  of  service. 

In  May  1956  it  was  announced  that  a  library  of 
Lincoln  books  was  to  be  created  in  honor  of  Dr.  South- 
worth.

REFERENCE  WORK 

A  casual  glance  at  the  above  figures  for  circulation 
at  the  Main  Library  would  seem  to  indicate  that  adults 
were  not  using  the  library  as  much  as  in  previous  years. 
Yet  circulation  figures  are  not  the  only  measure  of  service 
or  in  fact  the  most  important.  To  your  librarian  the 
REFERENCE  WORK  is  the  most  important  of  all  the 
various  phases  of  service  which  the  library  renders.  Each 
staff  member  testifies  to  greatly  increased  reference  work 
in  1956.  It  is  very  difficult  to  count  the  number  of  true 
reference  questions  which  have  been  asked  and  answered 
in  the  year,  and  since  it  is  a  very  time-consuming  effort 
it  is  impossible  to  measure  in  statistics  as  circulation  fig¬ 
ures  can  be  measured.  Not  only  has  the  reference  work 
with  elementary,  high  school,  and  college  students  in¬ 
creased,  but  also  with  the  general  adult  public  both  in 
the  library  and  by  telephone.  More  and  more  a  borrower 
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is  not  satisfied  with  a  superficial  answer  but  wishes  com¬ 
plete  information  on  his  problem. 

For  example:  Advertising  agencies,  history,  organ¬ 
ization,  functions,  how  to  go  about  setting  up  one. 

Organization  of  money  raising  campaigns  on  a  high 
level  from  first  notices  to  successful  conclusion  including 
all  publicity. 

George  Bernard  Shaw’s  views  on  censorship  as  ex¬ 
pressed  in  one  of  his  plays  (which  play  not  known  by 
questioner) . 

v  New  technical  fields  bring  more  requests  for  unusual 
material ;  perhaps  material  which  the  library  does  not 
have.  Yet  whenever  possible  the  library  borrows  on  in¬ 
terlibrary  loan  from  neighboring  libraries.  Two  recent 
requests  for  Photogrammetry  (photographic  surveying) 
were  answered  in  this  manner.  If,  after  some  search, 
it  is  found  that  we  have  no  material  available  on  subjects 
requested,  it  is  the  library’s  policy  to  fill  this  gap  with 
the  best  material  possible  within  a  price  range  that  fits 
our  budget. 

It  is  always  heartwarming  to  have  a  borrower  come 
back  and  report  to  the  library  staff  that  library  books 
have  been  responsible  for  his  passing  an  examination  or 
procuring  a  better  job.  Recently  a  man  told  us  that  he 
had  received  his  radio  operator’s  license  entirely  because 
of  self  study  from  library  books.  He  was  an  older  man 
who  had  been  an  operator  in  World  War  I  but  had  for¬ 
gotten  techniques  and  had  not  kept  up  with  changes  in 
this  field.  He  was  not  able  to  attend  classes,  and  was 
competing  with  younger  men  and  students.  He  was  most 
grateful  to  the  library  for  his  success. 

One  user  who  rarely  comes  into  the  library  is  a  wom¬ 
an  who  types  final  manuscripts  for  an  author.  Many 
times  she  calls  to  have  the  library  check  on  the  exactness 
of  quotations,  punctuation,  capitalization,  full  forms  of 
author’s  name,  dates,  correct  use  of  words,  etc.  She  too  has 
been  profuse  in  her  appreciation  of  the  library’s  help. 

CHILDREN’S  DEPARTMENT 

Figures  from  the  Children’s  Department  show  a  con¬ 
tinued  growth  in  circulation.  This  is  not  surprising  when 
considered  with  the  increase  in  school  population  and  the 
additional  school  rooms.  Of  the  155,997  juvenile  books 
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circulated,  68,308  were  circulated  in  school  deposits;  101 
deposits  sent  out  from  the  Main  Library  and  14  sent  out 
from  the  Highlands  Branch  to  the  Highlands  School;  ap¬ 
proximately  30  books  go  out  in  a  collection  making  3450 
books  which  have  been  sent  to  different  classrooms 
throughout  the  town.  At  the  Main  Library  there  was  an 
increase  of  10,771  in  circulation  of  books  through  these 
deposits;  and  an  increase  of  3,075  in  over-the-desk  cir¬ 
culation.  According  to  Mrs.  Dorothy  Blair,  the  children’s 
librarian,  the  big  increases  were  in  the  circulation  of  sci¬ 
ence  and  technical  books;  1,500  increase  in  science  books 
and  1,200  increase  in  technical  books.  This  is  partly  due 
to  an  all-out  effort  by  publishers  to  supply  easy-to-read 
and  attractive  material  in  natural  and  applied  sciences, 
in  order  to  keep  pace  with  the  new  trend  of  beginning  to 
teach  science  in  the  very  early  grades.  Boys  are  constantly 
asking  for  material  on  such  subjects  as  Exploring  Mars, 
Ants,  Ice  Age,  Polliwogs,  Harbor  unloading-machinery. 
The  increase  in  Reference  Work  noticed  in  the  Adult  De¬ 
partment  is  reaching  into  the  Children’s  Department  also. 
Now  that  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  are  definitely 
established  in  the  Junior  High  Schools,  there  is  more 
home  work  for  these  children  and  it  is  often  difficult  for 
the  children's  librarians  to  keep  up  with  the  subjects 
which  are  assigned  by  the  teachers.  The  chief  difficulty 
is  in  not  being  notified  by  the  teacher  that  she  is  assigning 
a  subject  with  little  suitable  material  to  thirty  or  more 
pupils.  It  is  a  question  of  first  come,  first  served.  By  the 
time  two  or  three  children  have  come  for  the  material, 
there  is  little  left  for  the  rest.  It  would  be  more  satis¬ 
factory  for  the  teacher,  the  pupil  and  the  librarian  if  the 
teachers  could  be  trained  to  notify  the  librarian  in  ad¬ 
vance  so  that  material  could  be  spread  out  among  as 
many  children  as  possible 

MUSIC  AT  THE  LIBRARY 

During  1956  music  has  become  more  and  more  an 
important  phase  of  the  circulation  at  the  Main  Library. 
Under  the  guidance  of  Miss  Mary  Valentine  who  joined 
the  staff  in  July,  the  library  now  owns  306  recordings. 
These  circulated  2,309  times  compared  with  a  circulation 
of  604  in  1955.  More  of  our  borrowers  are  becoming  aware 
of  our  growing  record  collection,  and  a  few  people  told 
us  they  have  purchased  record  players  with  the  library’s 
resources  in  mind.  Some  local  music  lovers  try  to  listen 
to  each  number  in  the  collection,  then  select  those  which 
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they  like  best  for  addition  to  their  own  collections.  Col¬ 
lege  and  university  students  have  used  the  recordings  in 
connection  with  their  courses,  either  borrowing  the  rec¬ 
ords  for  home  use  or  using  the  record  player  in  the  Music 
Room  of  the  library.  Students  and  their  parents,  as  well 
as  those  planning  trips  abroad,  have  found  the  language 
records  excellent  for  preparation,  either  as  an  introduc¬ 
tion  to  a  new  language  or  a  review  of  earlier  studies.  Re¬ 
quests  have  been  filled  for  such  diverse  items  as  marches 
to  use  in  baton-twirling  practice,  and  English  speech  enun¬ 
ciation.  For  the  latter  purpose,  the  drama  records,  feat¬ 
uring  well-known  names  in  the  theater  world,  can  also 
be  used.  The  story  recordings,  with  selections  in  both 
the  78  rpm  and  long-playing  speeds,  are  very  popular 
with  the  children;  in  fact,  some  parents  find  story-telling 
through  records  more  satisfactory  than  reading  the  stor¬ 
ies  aloud  themselves!  There  are  two  blind  children  who 
come  to  the  library  and  borrow  records.  This  gives  the 
children  an  opportunity  to  lead  a  more  normal  life  in 
feeling  that  they  can  use  the  library  like  other  children. 
During  the  year,  96  new  records  have  been  added  to  the 
adult  collection,  and  23  to  the  children’s  group.  Subject 
headings  have  been  added  to  the  card  catalog,  so  that 
it  is  now  possible  to  find  a  selection  listed  not  only  under 
the  composer’s  and  performer’s  names,  but  also  under 
the  type  or  form  of  music. 

EXHIBITS 

One  of  the  great  attractions  in  the  new  Library  is 
the  opportunity  for  timely  exhibits  in  the  two  display 
cases  just  outside  the  main  entrance  door,  and  also  the 
larger  display  case  situated  near  the  charging  desk.  Mrs. 
Jeannette  Tovet,  with  assistance  from  other  members  of 
the  staff,  has  shown  great  ingenuity  in  arranging  attrac¬ 
tive  backgrounds  which  tie  in  with  appropriate  collec¬ 
tions  of  books.  These  are  changed  approximately  every 
two  weeks.  Among  the  special  exhibits  using  articles 
loaned  by  local  citizens  were  the  following:  Western 
Travel  with  poster  from  American  Airlines  and  Indian 
figures  loaned  by  Miss  Grace  Shapiro;  Model  fire  engines, 
wagons,  etc.  loaned  by  Mr.  William  Low;  European  travel 
featuring  a  collection  of  European  dolls  collected  by  Mrs. 
Walter  Tate  while  in  Germany;  Fishing  books  featuring 
fishing  equipment  loaned  by  Mr.  Maynard  Clark  of  the 
Braintree  Sport  Shop;  The  Sea  and  Shell  Books  with  a 
-collection  of  Shells  loaned  by  Miss  Diane  Tovet;  Educa- 
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tion  books  in  September  with  a  Model  Schoolroom  of 
Colonial  Days  made  by  Mr.  Gilbert  Bean  for  the  Histor¬ 
ical  Society  Exhibits.  This  year  the  library  has  been  very 
glad  to  make  space  available  in  the  outside  cases  to  the 
Camp  Fire  Girls  during  the  Red  Feather  Drive.  The  Prize- 
Winning  Exhibits  from  the  Girl  Scout  Troops’  Interna¬ 
tional  Exhibit  in  March  were  on  display  in  the  inside  case 
for  two  weeks  in  April.  The  Library  will  welcome  inter¬ 
esting  exhibits  of  collections  and  hobbies  which  towns¬ 
people  may  wish  to  lend  for  others  to  enjoy. 

BRANCH  LIBRARIES 

In  last  year’s  report  we  called  attention  to  the  situ¬ 
ation  at  the  Braintree  Branch.  This  year’s  figures  still 
show  a  decrease  in  use  at  this  branch.  In  the  fall,  the 
librarian  gathered  statistical  data  for  the  Trustees,  show¬ 
ing  the  cost  to  operate  the  branch  per  book  circulated, 
the  number  of  regular  borrowers  using  the  branch,  the 
number  of  new  registrants  during  the  year,  and  the  place 
of  residence  of  these  borrowers.  The  librarian  also  re¬ 
ceived  helpful  information  from  a  survey  made  in  1955 
for  the  Quincy  Library  and  the  recommendations  given 
for  its  branches.  After  some  discussion,  the  Trustees  felt 
it  wise  to  ask  Mrs.  George  Galick  and  Miss  Alice  Cahill 
from  the  Massachusetts  State  Division  of  Library  Exten¬ 
sion  to  survey  the  whole  branch  situation  in  Braintree  in 
order  to  get  an  over-all  picture  from  outside  sources  of 
the  needs  for  library  service  in  the  rapidly  changing  and 
expanding  sections  of  the  town.  This  survey  will  be  made 
sometime  in  January.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  we 
have  had  several  calls  from  people  in  the  Liberty  Street 
Section  of  the  town,  asking  if  there  was  library  service 
nearer  to  them  than  the  Highlands  Branch.  The  de¬ 
posits  of  library  books  at  the  Highlands  School  give  the 
children  in  this  newly  developed  area  some  opportunity 
to  have  library  service  since  the  branches  and  Main  Li¬ 
brary  are  at  too  great  a  distance  for  them  to  use.  How¬ 
ever,  this  does  not  take  care  of  the  adults  in  this  vicinity. 
Areas  such  as  this  often  can  be  served  satisfactorily  with 
a  bookmobile,  making  weekly  stops. 

GIFTS 

This  year  the  library  has  had  the  privilege  of  receiv¬ 
ing  two  substantial  gifts  of  books.  Late  in  1955  the  librar¬ 
ian  was  asked  to  fill  in  a  questionnaire  giving  certain  in- 
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formation  about  the  library  and  its  use,  if  we  wished  to 
be  eligible  to  receive  a  set  of  GREAT  BOOKS  OF  THE 
WESTERN  WORLD.  Sixteen  hundred  sets  of  these 
books  were  to  be  distributed  through  the  generosity  of 
the  Old  Dominion  Foundation  to  certain  libraries  in  the 
country.  The  American  Library  Association  served  as 
the  agency  of  selection  and  distribution,  with  more  than 
10,000  applications  received.  In  February  of  1956  we  re¬ 
ceived  word  that  our  application  had  been  approved  and 
that  we  would  receive  this  set  of  54  volumes  comprising 
443  works  by  authors  covering  Western  thought  from 
Homer  and  the  Bible  to  the  20th  century,  with  a  complete 
idea  index.  Accompanying  this  set  was  a  complete  set 
of  Library  of  Congress  catalog  cards,  this  in  itself  no  small 
gift.  For  the  library  to  have  bought  this  set  of  books 
would  have  cost  $250,  and  already  we  have  found  great 
use  for  many  of  the  volumes. 


When  Dr.  Southworth  retired  from  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  Library,  it  was  thought  that  no  more 
fitting  gift  could  be  given  as  a  testimonial  to  his  work 
than  to  set  up  a  Lincoln  Collection  in  the  library.  Several 
individual  gifts  of  Lincoln  books  were  given  and  a  gift 
of  several  hundred  dollars  was  given  to  the  library  in 
his  name  to  be  spent  for  books  for  this  collection.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  year  these  books  will  be  catalogued  and  organ¬ 
ized  and  will  be  put  on  display  for  the  public  to  see. 


The  Library  is  always  glad  to  accept  books  given 
as  memorials  to  individuals  who  have  passed  away.

MEETINGS  IN  THE  AUDITORIUM 

Twenty-six  different  groups  and  organizations  have 
enjoyed  the  use  of  the  Library  Auditorium  during  the 
year,  with  a  total  of  eighty-five  meetings.  Among  these 
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was  scheduled  a  University  Extension  Course  in  Photog¬ 
raphy  with  eight  classes;  and  a  Norfolk  County  Exten¬ 
sion  Course  for  Leader  Training  in  Clothing  Construction 
holding  seven  classes.  A  most  successful  Girl  Scout  Inter¬ 
national  Day  Observance  was  held  in  the  auditorium  with 
each  Troop  in  the  town  holding  an  exhibit  representing 
some  particular  country.  These  exhibits  were  very  well 
planned  and  executed  by  the  girls,  and  the  interest  on 
the  part  of  the  public  far  exceeded  the  expectations  of 
the  Committee.  The  Philergian  Art  Committee  also  held 
a  most  attractive  and  interesting  exhibit  of  paintings  and 
settings  and  arrangements  of  Antiques. 

PERSONNEL 

While  the  personnel  problem  at  the  library  is  by  no 
means  solved,  we  have  been  most  fortunate  this  year  in 
adding  a  new  professional  assistant  to  the  staff.  As  men¬ 
tioned  before  when  speaking  of  Music  in  the  library,  Miss 
Mary  Valentine  joined  the  staff  in  July.  Miss  Valentine 
has  a  Bachelor’s  Degree  from  Carnegie  Institute  of  Tech¬ 
nology,  a  Master’s  Degree  from  Indiana  University,  and 
a  Master  of  Science  in  Library  Science  from  Columbia 
University  in  February  1956.  She  has  studied  organ  and 
other  types  of  music  and  has  held  the  position  of  organ¬ 
ist  in  the  First  Christian  Church  in  Bloomington,  Indiana. 
With  this  background  she  is  particularly  well  qualified 
to  develop  the  music  collection  in  the  Library.  Miss  Val¬ 
entine  is  also  responsible  for  the  greater  part  of  the  ref¬ 
erence  work  in  the  adult  department.  Her  relations  both 
with  the  public  and  with  the  library  staff  have  become 
extremely  pleasant. 

On  the  other  side  of  the  picture,  we  have  not  fared 
so  well.  We  still  find  it  difficult  to  attract  even  general 
assistants  without  library  training  when  other  jobs  can 
be  found  with  much  higher  pay.  This  year  we  have  also 
found  it  difficult  to  keep  high  school  pages  for  shelving 
and  processing  books;  when  boys  can  find  jobs  in  super 
markets  for  $1.00  per  hour  and  over,  they  are  not  anxious 
to  take  a  job  in  the  library  for  $.60  per  hour. 

For  the  past  three  years  the  staff  has  been  holding 
a  series  of  regular  monthly  staff  meetings,  when  all  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  regular  staff  meet  with  the  Librarian  to  dis¬ 
cuss  any  problems  which  they  may  wish  to  present.  These 
meetings  have  proved  valuable  to  the  staff  and  to  the 
librarian;  they  are  informal  and  each  member  feels  free 
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to  offer  suggestions  and  new  ideas  which  may  benefit 
the  library  system  as  a  whole.  The  Librarian  herself 
learns  a  great  deal,  and  finds  that  she  must  keep  on  her 
toes  in  order  to  keep  up  with  the  staff.  It  also  gives  her 
an  opportunity  to  make  announcements  and  present  mat¬ 
ters  of  policy  when  all  personnel  are  together. 

Staff  members  continue  to  take  an  interest  in  at¬ 
tending  meetings  of  professional  organizations  which  not 
only  stimulate  their  thinking,  but  suggest  practical  idaes 
which  they  may  find  adaptable  to  their  own  library.  They 
have  attended  meetings  of  the  Massachusetts  Library 
Association,  the  Old  Colony  Library  Club,  the  New  Eng¬ 
land  Library  Asociation,  the  Pioneer  Group  of  Head 
Librarians,  and  a  local  group  of  nearby  Children’s  Librar¬ 
ians.  Your  Librarian  served  as  a  member  of  the  Educa¬ 
tion  Committee  of  the  Massachusetts  Library  Association. 
In  June  she  was  privileged  to  attend  the  meetings  of  the 
American  Library  Association  at  Miami  Beach.  While 
meetings  of  smaller  organizations  usually  have  more  prac¬ 
tical  value,  National  Meetings  provide  a  source  of  great 
inspiration  in  meeting  with  librarians  from  all  parts  of 
the  country.  The  librarian  receives  an  over-all  picture  of 
what  the  library  profession  stands  for  and  its  long-range 
aims,  and  an  opportunity  to  evaluate  how  the  library  in 
her  own  community  fits  into  this  total  picture.  The  follow¬ 
ing  quotations  from  a  recent  statement  presents  in  a 
general  way  one  of  the  broad  objectives  of  library  service 
today:  “Today  we  must  be  confident  that  man  wants  to 
think  freely  and  act  freely — to  create  and  criticize  as  an 
individual.  On  this  premise  we  base  the  security  of  our 
future.  .  .  .  May  the  librarians  and  class  rooms  of  our  land 
continue  to  motivate  youth  to  think  clearly,  act  surely  and 
thereby  perpetuate  our  confidence  in  the  value  of  free¬ 
dom.” 

Without  the  loyalty  of  the  staff  and  the  interest  and 
support  of  the  Trustees,  it  would  not  have  been  possible 
for  the  Library  to  try  to  bring  about  this  challenge  even 
in  a  small  way.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSIONERS 

To  the  Citizens  of  Braintree: 

The  Towns  of  Braintree,  Randolph  and  Holbrook  take 
their  principal  water  supply  from  Great  Pond.  In  addi¬ 
tion,  during  1940  the  Town  of  Braintree  took  the  land  and 
created  a  new  reservoir  just  above  Great  Pond.  This 
reservoir  has  a  flow  line  10  feet  over  the  water  level  of 
Great  Pond.  The  water  surface  covers  164  acres  and 
adds  420,000,000  gallons  to  our  storage  as  compared  with 
355,000,000  gallons  in  Great  Pond.  Under  conditions  of 
average  rainfall  and  runoff  there  is  available  a  total  of 
4,235,000  gallons  per  day.  The  safe  yield  of  the  Pond 
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as  based  on  the  dry  conditions  that  applied  during  the 
years  1911  and  1912  which  is  somewhat  less  than  the 
above  figure. 

Our  engineers  prognosticated  in  1934  that  the  con¬ 
sumption  of  the  three  towns  in  1950  would  be  2,885,000 
gallons  daily  and  in  1960  3,130,000  gallons  daily.  These 
estimates  have  been  quite  accurate.  It  is  evident,  there¬ 
fore,  that  under  conditions  of  average  runoff  there  is 
sufficient  water  in  the  Pond  for  some  years  to  come. 
However,  our  Filtration  Plant,  which  was  built  in  1934, 
has  a  capacity  of  3,300,000  gallons  daily.  This  compares 
with  our  average  daily  pumping  of  approximately  2,000,- 

000  gallons  daily.  During  extremely  dry  periods,  how¬ 
ever,  we  have  pumped  for  brief  periods  3,700,000  gallons 
daily.  This  overloading  of  the  Filtration  Plant  caused  the 
water  in  1955  to  have  an  unpleasant  taste,  referred  to 
as  “swamp  tea  taste.” 

We  have  foreseen  the  eventual  need  of  enlarging  our 
Filtration  Plant  or  developing  ground  waters  from  wells. 
We  have  made  over  30  separate  tests  for  wells  in  various 
sections  of  the  Town  without  success  until  the  fall  of  1956 
when  we  located  a  favorable  spot.  We  developed  this  into 
a  well  that  will  produce  approximately  400,000  to  500,- 
000  gallons  daily.  We  hope  to  have  the  well  in  operation 
by  the  summer  of  1957.  This  will  relieve  the  strain  on 
our  Filtration  Plant  during  the  dry  season.  We  must,  how¬ 
ever,  continue  to  explore  for  another  well  of  equal  size. 
The  cost  of  an  addition  to  the  Filtration  Plant  is  approxi¬ 
mately  $150,000.00  while  each  well  will  probably  cost  us 
between  $25,000.00  and  $30,000.00.  With  two  wells  the 
Town  should  have  sufficient  water  to  carry  it  for  the  next 
10  or  15  years.  By  that  time  the  Metropolitan  System  will 
probably  be  in  a  position  to  supply  the  Town  of  Braintree. 

For  many  years  we  have  realized  that  eventually 
when  the  Town  had  materially  increased  in  population 
we  would  be  obliged  to  seek  water  from  the  Metropolitan 
System.  It  has,  however,  been  economical  over  the  years 
to  pump  and  filter  our  local  water.  The  Metropolitan 
System  is  not  in  a  position  to  supply  water  to  the  Town 
of  Braintree  at  present.  They  have  had  such  heavy  de¬ 
mands  on  their  aqueduct  during  the  dry  season  that  they 
have  been  unable  to  comfortably  supply  even  the  towns 
who  are  presently  members  of  the  Metropolitan  System, 
and  to  this  end  the  State  Legislature  appropriated,  under 
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Chapter  685  in  1956,  the  sum  of  $20,000,000.00  for  the 
construction  of  a  pressure  aqueduct  or  water  tunnel  from 
a  point  on  the  Metropolitan  Commission’s  Wachusett  Res¬ 
ervoir  in  the  Town  of  Clinton  to  a  point  at  the  start  of 
the  Metropolitan  pressure  aqueduct,  so-called,  in  the  City 
of  Marlboro,  together  with  such  shafts  and  appurtenant 
connections  and  other  works  as  may  be  deemed  neces¬ 
sary  or  advisable.  This  work  will  require  approximately 
four  years. 

The  1956  Legislature  rejected  Bill  No.  3106,  the 
purpose  of  which  was  to  lay  a  Metropolitan  District  main 
from  a  point  in  the  City  of  Quincy  to  a  point  on  or  near 
the  boundary  line  between  Cohasset  and  Scituate.  The 
cost  of  this  main  was  to  be  approximately  $5,000,000.00. 
The  bill  was  rejected,  presumably,  because  the  Metropoli¬ 
tan  System  would  not  be  ready  to  supply  such  a  main 
until  the  construction  of  its  new  $20,000,000.00  aqueduct. 

Before  any  new  town  can  be  taken  into  the  Metro¬ 
politan  system  those  members  now  taking  water  from 
the  System  must  agree  to  the  terms  on  which  the  new 
Town  will  be  accepted.  It  is  too  early  to  determine  just 
what  the  cost  will  be  for  such  entrance  for  the  Town  of 
Braintree.  The  Town  of  Braintree  cannot  enter  the  Sys¬ 
tem,  presumably,  until  other  towns  between  Braintree 
and  Cohasset  have  agreed  or  indicated  their  intention  to 
take  Metropolitan  water. 

During  the  next  four  years  we  should  have  ample 
time  to  determine  just  what  the  expense  will  be  for  Brain¬ 
tree,  not  only  to  pay  to  the  Metropolitan  but  also  for  the 
cost  of  any  supplemental  works,  such  as,  pumping  sta¬ 
tions,  main  arteries  and  the  like.  It  is,  therefore,  evident 
that  we  should  have  enough  water  in  sight  to  carry  us  be¬ 
yond  the  time  that  entrance  to  the  Metropolitan  System 
will  be  possible.  It  may  well  develop  that  it  will  be  more 
to  Braintree’s  interests  to  take  a  portion,  say,  one  half 
of  its  water  supply  from  its  present  sources  and  one  half 
from  the  Metropolitan  System. 

Our  Town  is  growing,  but  apparently  not  beyond 
the  estimates  of  Weston  &  Sampson  made  in  1934,  and 
such  growth  involves  an  expansion  of  our  distribution 
mains  in  even  greater  extent  than  our  present  income  per¬ 
mits.  Our  department  lives  within  its  income  and  when¬ 
ever  we  borrow  money  not  only  the  interest  but  the  prin¬ 
cipal  must  be  paid  from  our  income.  We  are  loathe  to  in-

crease  our  rates,  but  if  the  Town  continues  to  expand,  as 
it  has  in  the  past,  we  will  be  under  necessity  of  spending 
more  money  on  our  distribution  system. 

On  August  4,  1956  Mr.  Joseph  Landers,  a  member 
of  the  Water  Commissioners,  resigned  because  of  poor 
health.  During  the  past  26  years  he  has  given  generously 
of  his  time  and  energy  to  the  Water  Board.  We  shall  miss 
his  efficient  and  friendly  advice  and  we  hope  he  will  live 
many  years  to  enjoy  as  good  health  as  possible. 

Mr.  H.  Irving  Charnock  of  Brewster  Avenue,  Brain¬ 
tree  Highlands,  was  appointed  to  serve  in  Mr.  Landers’ 
place.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 

To  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners: 

I  have  the  pleasure  of  presenting  to  you  the  Sixty- 
Sixth  Annual  Report  of  the  Water  Supply  System,  show¬ 
ing  the  present  conditions  of  the  Department  and  the  ex¬ 
tension  and  improvements  made,  together  with  a  state¬ 
ment  in  detail  of  the  cost  of  operating  the  system  during 
the  year. 

This  year  12,653  linear  feet  of  new  main  pipe  and  26 
fire  hydrants  have  been  added  to  our  distribution  system. 
We  also  added  217  new  services,  renewed  48  old  services 
and  made  repairs  on  34  services. 

We  had  planned  to  lay  a  10-inch  water  main  in  Plain 
Street  between  Washington  Street  and  Grove  Street  but 
this  project  was  postponed  because  we  were  uncertain 
as  to  the  cost  of  a  new  well  which  w^e  expected  to  con¬ 
struct  this  year. 

In  connection  with  the  widening  and  relocating  a 
section  of  Middle  Street,  we  had  to  reset  one  hydrant  and 
eight  service  connections. 
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We  laid  a  new  10-inch  water  main  in  Peach  Street 
this  year  enabling  us  to  furnish  a  sufficient  amount  of 
water  to  the  new  South  Junior  High  School  as  well  as  the 
Campanelli  Project  and  that  portion  of  Liberty  Street 
between  Peach  Street  and  Grove  Street.  An  8-inch  main 
was  installed  in  Forest  street  in  order  to  provide  suf¬ 
ficient  water  for  fire  protection  to  that  area. 

The  demands  for  water  are  constantly  increasing, 
this  year  150,000  gallons  per  day  more  water  was  pumped 
than  in  the  previous  year.  Our  average  daily  pumpage 
for  this  year  was  2,182,000  gallons.  This  year  74,731,000 
gallons  passed  through  the  Booster  Station  while  last 
year  we  pumped  65,517,000  gallons. 

Our  Reservoirs  have  remained  fairly  full  throughout 
the  year  in  spite  of  the  heavy  drag  during  May  and  June. 
This  taxed  our  Filtration  Plant  to  the  utmost  so  on  July 
3  we  were  forced  to  restrict  the  use  of  water  for  garden 
hoses,  as  follows : 

“The  houses  having  an  even  house  number  may  use 
their  hose  only  on  the  even  days  of  the  month  and  the 
houses  having  an  odd  house  number  may  use  their  hose 
only  on  the  odd  days  of  the  month.” 

By  restricting  the  use  of  water  in  this  manner  a  hard¬ 
ship  was  not  felt  by  anybody  and  it  worked  out  very  well. 
We  only  had  a  handful  of  complaints. 

The  rapid  growth  of  the  Braintree  Highlands  area 
require  that  we  replace  one  of  the  pumps  with  a  larger 
one  and  we  have  included  a  sum  of  money  in  our  budget 
to  do  this  during  the  spring. 

A  gravel  wall  well  has  been  built  west  of  the  Lake¬ 
side  School  on  land  formerly  owned  by  the  Old  Quincy 
Sand  and  Gravel  Company.  This  well  will  produce  about 
500,000  G.P.D. 

I  wish  at  this  time  to  thank  you  for  your  friendly  sup¬ 
port,  the  many  courtesies  and  the  hearty  cooperation  you 
have  accorded  me  during  the  past  year.

The  School  Committee  is  pleased  to  report  continuing 
progress  in  the  educational  and  physical  improvement  of 
our  children  for  the  past  year.  In  order  that  this  progress 
might  truthfully  be  reported  it  was  necessary  to  spend  a 
great  deal  of  time,  effort  and  money. 

The  time  and  effort  represent  the  hours  that  are 
willingly  given  by  many  of  our  citizens  serving  on  building 
and  study  committees  to  help  hold  the  gains  that  have 
been  made  in  the  past  and  to  make  plans  for  the  future 
improvement  of  our  school  system. 

The  money  is  what  is  furnished  by  you,  the  taxpayer, 
to  enable  the  School  Committee  to  carry  out  its  planned 
program.  With  an  average  increase  each  year  of  nearly 
five  hundred  pupils  the  cost  of  instruction  and  housing 
must  increase  also.  It  is  hoped  that  some  day  a  new  and 
more  equitable  method  of  taxation  may  be  devised  to  help 
relieve  the  home  owner  who  is  now  carrying  nearly  the 
whole  load. 

During  the  past  year  the  new  South  Junior  High 
School,  with  a  capacity  of  eight  hundred  pupils,  was  added 
to  our  growing  list  of  school  buildings.  A  new  twelve  room 
elementary  school  on  Old  Liberty  Street  was  about 
seventy-five  per  cent  completed.  The  contract  was  let  for 
a  two-room  addition  to  the  Colbert  School,  and  finally 
an  appropriation  was  granted  at  a  special  town  meeting 
for  plans  and  specifications  for  a  four  room  addition  and 
improvements  to  the  Watson  School. 

The  Committee  is  aware  of  the  many  problems  lying 
ahead,  but  with  the  continued  cooperation  and  loyalty 
of  the  citizens  and  school  personnel  it  is  felt  that  the 
obstacles  can  be  overcome. 

It  would  not  be  fitting  to  end  this  report  without 
expressing  the  Committee’s  heartfelt  thanks  to  our  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Schools,  the  entire  school  personnel,  the 
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Parent-Teacher  Associations,  Town  Officials,  the  building' 
and  study  committees  and  to  all  who  have  assisted  in 
making  this  a  year  of  continuing  progress.

The  Superintendent  of  Schools 

For  the  Year  1956 


I  The  Enrollment 

On  October  1,  1956  the  enrollment  was  6702,  an 
increase  of  513  over  1955.  This  is  the  largest  increase 
we  have  received  to  date,  and  is  an  indication  of  the 
complications  that  will  soon  result  at  the  senior  high 
school  level  as  these  classes  of  approximately  600  pupils 
in  each  grade  progress  through  the  upper  grades  in  the 
next  few  years.  The  opening  of  the  South  Junior  High 
School  in  September  1956  was  most  timely,  as  the  760 
pupils  now  housed  there  coul(J  not  have  been  assigned 
to  any  other  place.  It  is  certainly  hoped  that  planning' 
for  increases  on  the  senior  high  school  level  may  be 
equally  successful  and  timely.  The  School  Study  Com¬ 
mittee  is  presently  giving  its  attention  to  that  problem  and 
will  have  recommendations  to  make  during  1957. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  enrollment  in  October 
1946  was  3346;  compared  to  6702  in  October  1956  this 
shows  almost  exactly  100%  increase  during  that  ten* 
year  period.  During  this  period  Braintree  has  added  to 
the  High  School  to  eliminate  the  double  shift  there,  at  a 
cost  of  $1,200,000.  and  also  built  eight  new  schools,  plus- 
additions  to  two  buildings  and  partial  remodeling  in  two 
others  that  provided  one  hundred  fourteen  additional 
classrooms  at  a  cost  of  $5,000,000.  Sites  are  available 
near  Five  Corners  and  also  on  Plain  Street  if  additional 
residential  building  in  those  areas  requires  school  build¬ 
ings.  Provision  of  an  addition  at  the  Watson  School, 
additional  study  halls  at  the  Senior  High  School,  and  a 
new  1200  pupil  secondary  school  in  the  East  Braintree 
area  might  seem  to  complete  the  program.  (The  replace¬ 
ment  of  Monatiquot,  Perkins,  Penniman  and  Torrey  are 
not  to  be  forgotten  when  the  program  levels  off.) 
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II  The  Operating  Budget 

The  yearly  operating  budget  continues  to  jump  in  an 
.alarming  manner.  This  year  the  addition  of  twenty-eight 
teachers  to  the  staff,  plus  regular  and  special  salary  in¬ 
creases,  and  the  operation  of  new  facilities  will  cause  an 
increase  of  over  $250,000  in  the  1957  budget.  Yearly  in¬ 
creases  will  continue  at  about  this  rate,  which  means  that 
either  $4,000,000  in  new  valuation  or  additional  State 
Aid  must  be  secured  to  finance  the  schools  without  in¬ 
creasing  the  real  estate  tax  burden  further. 

Teachers’  salaries  are  the  largest  budget  item,  and 
Braintree  has  not  been  leading  the  way  in  adjustment  of 
these  salaries.  Our  starting  salary  has  been  as  low  as  the 
State  minimum  salary  law  allowed.  Now  we  find  that  the 
average  eastern  Masaschusetts  community  starting  salary 
for  next  year  will  be  $3300-$3400 ;  Weymouth  $3400, 
Quincy  $3650.  In  order  to  maintain  any  competitive 
position  in  the  teacher  market  we  must  advance  from 
$3000  to  at  least  $3300. 

III  Teacher  Recruitment 

Good  schools  are  insured  by  securing  good  class¬ 
room  teachers.  The  teaching  takes  place  in  each  class¬ 
room  with  the  reaction  between  each  child  and  the 
teacher.  The  rest  of  us  simply  try  to  secure  the  best 
.situation,  materials,  procedures,  and  support  for  this 
.situation. 

Our  teachers  fall  into  three  categories: 

(a)  the  experienced  teacher  who  came  to  Braintree 
ten  to  thirty  years  ago  and  has  remained  with 
us.  These  are  the  backbone  of  our  system. 

(b)  the  married  women  who  have  resumed  teaching 
after  a  space  of  years.  This  group  shows  great 
understanding  and  ability. 

(c)  the  beginning  teachers  who  come  here  for  their 
first  teaching  experience.  Many  of  these  be¬ 
ginning  teachers,  numbering  about  thirty  each 
year,  come  here  through  recommendation  by 
our  own  teaching  staff  and  former  teachers. 
They  are  people  of  fine  potentiality.  With 
proper  guidance  by  supervisors  and  principals 
they  develop  into  superior  teachers.

Unfortunately,  we  have  a  very  high  rate  of 
turn  over  in  this  group  due  to  (a)  offers  from 
communities  with  better  salary  scales,  (b) 
marriage  plans,  which  require  a  change  in  resi¬ 
dence  for  women,  and  (c)  marriage  plans  for 
young  men,  which  require  a  greater  income 
than  can  be  seen  in  teaching  and  force  many 
into  other  occupations. 

Some  years  ago  experienced  teachers  in  smaller 
school  systems  could  be  induced  to  move  to  Braintree 
because  of  the  better  salary  scale.  Since  that  time,  how¬ 
ever,  the  small  towns  have  had  to  raise  their  scales  even 
higher  than  suburban  towns  in  order  to  get  teachers  to 
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go  out  to  those  places.  Now  their  salaries  are  better  than 
ours  and  this  source  of  teacher  supply  is  practically  non¬ 
existent.  Geographical  location  is  the  only  advantage 
we  can  offer. 

Good  schools  cost  money;  largely  because  the  best 
teachers  cost  money!  Braintree,  or  any  other  town,  will 
have  a  superior,  average  or  poor  school  system  in  relation 
to  the  extent  to  which  the  people  are  willing  to  support 
their  system  financially,  and  in  other  ways  make  it  a 
superior,  average  or  poor  place  in  which  to  teach.  Our 
teachers  are  giving  their  best  and  deserve  the  best  sup¬ 
port  that  the  Town  can  possibly  give. 

IV  The  Teaching  Staff 

The  teaching  staff  as  a  whole  continues  to  be  alert 
and  responsive  to  needs  of  present  day  children.  During 
1955-56  the  studies  given  special  attention  in  Institutes 
and  staff  meetings  were  (a)  Improvement  of  learning  in 
Arithmetic,  and  (b)  Public  Relations.  During  1956-57 
the  topic  has  developed  into  a  discussion  of  the  modifica¬ 
tion  of  policies  desirable  in  the  interest  of  the  Gifted  Child. 

Curriculum  committees  continue  to  function  in  the 
fields  of  Social  Studies,  Mental  Health  and  Special  Class. 
Courses  have  been  given  by  our  own  supervisors  in  the 
fields  of  Art,  Music,  Arithmetic,  Social  Studies  and  Audio- 
Visual.  Curriculm  guides  are  constantly  revised  and  com¬ 
mittees  continue  to  gain  insight  and  understanding  into 
particular  problems. 

A  special  class  for  blind  children  has  been  organized 
and  functions  at  the  Ross  School.  These  children  spend 
much  of  their  time  in  regular  classes  and  receive  special 
training  in  Braille  from  a  trained  teacher.  As  this  class 
serves  the  South  Shore  we  receive  100%  reimbursement 
from  the  State.  "•  ■

Very  helpful  additions  to  the  school  staff  this  Fall 
were  the  several  student  interns  who  came  through  the 
cooperative  plan  at  Northeastern  University.  These  young 
people  have  seemed  sincere  and  anxious  to  learn.  They 
have  been  getting  a  broad  background  by  helping  the 
building  principal  with  various  routine  duties,  and  ob¬ 
serving  school  procedures.  They  will  become  more  helpful 
as  they  continue  to  grow  in  training  and  experience.

V  Public  Relations 

We  are  fortunate  in  having  such  interested  and  co¬ 
operative  parent  groups.  In  addition  to  the  usal  P.T.A. 
activities  these  groups  have  furnished  subscriptions,  bus 
trips,  Christmas  parties,  library  books  and  special  teaching 
aids.  The  several  receptions  to  teachers,  and  the  spirit  of 
friendship  displayed,  has  definitely  contributed  to  making 
Braintree  a  good  place  in  which  to  teach.  The  interest 
and  assistance  of  the  Women’s  Club  of  Braintree  in  our 
handicapped  children’s  program  has  also  been  most 
helpful.

The  schools,  in  turn,  have  tried  to  assist  in  public 
relations  by  means  of  our  speaking  engagements,  news¬ 
paper  publicity,  thirty-three  radio  programs,  School  News, 
and  especially  by  the  system  of  parent-teacher  conferences 
for  reporting  the  progress  of  pupils.  This  arrangement 
continues  to  receive  the  highest  praise  from  both  parents 
and  teachers. 


DO  YOU  KNOW? 

Braintree  High  School  now  has  882  pupils;  by  1962 
we  expect  1700. 

A  course  in  Occupational  Biology  has  been  added  for 
those  who  have  shown  adeptness  in  this  field  and  who 
plan  to  enter  a  related  career. 

The  total  number  of  instrumental  music  pupils  is 
461  (48  in  senior  high  school;  140  in  junior  high  school; 
273  in  the  grades).  This  figure  is  9%  above  last  year. 
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Parents  have  invested  well  over  $50,000  in  musical  in¬ 
struments  for  these  children. 

Art  classes  in  the  junior  and  senior  high  schools 
made  over  100  posters  for  the  Braintree  Mural  project. 
Here  is  a  good  statement  of  the  underlying  objective  in 
Art:  ‘'the  opportunity  to  express  one’s  own  experiences 
through  Art  media  is  a  means  of  understanding,  enjoying 
and  enriching  life”. 

Soccer,  introduced  in  the  Physical  Education  pro¬ 
gram,  has  grown  to  the  point  where  we  now  have  high 
school  and  sixth  grade  leagues. 

During  1956  thirty-eight  pupils  received  home  teach¬ 
ing  through  the  Department  of  Home  Instruction. 

Thirty-three  radfio  programs  were  presented  this 

year. 

The  following  figures  show  the  usage  made  of  ma¬ 
terials  and  services  through  our  Audio-Visual  Department: 
565  rented  films,  292  library  films,  9607  filmstrips,  457 
recordings,  49  unit  pictures,  18  sets — slides,  478  school 
■visits. 

The  Braintre  Evening  School  provides  21  classes 
weekly  for  about  350  adults. 

The  estimated  value  of  school  pianos  is  $14,000.

The  Braintree  Airport  Commission  reports  the  com¬ 
pletion  of  ten  years  of  active  service  and  the  ninth  year 
of  operation  of  the  Braintree  Airport. 

The  Airport  is  located  near  Great  Pond,  off  Route 
128,  on  Town-owned  property  of  the  Braintree  Water  De¬ 
partment.  The  runway  is  2500  feet  in  length  and  is  85  feet 
wide.  The  major  part  of  the  runway  was  constructed 
through  the  efforts  of  members  of  the  Braintree  Airport 
Association,  whose  membership  is  open  to  Braintree  resi¬ 
dents  interested  in  flying. 

The  flying  area  is  registered  as  a  Private  Landing 
Field  and  is  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Massachusetts 
Aeronautic  Commission  at  latitude  40°-12'-20"  and  longi¬ 
tude  72°-02'-25". 

The  Airport  Commission  reports  that  the  field  has 
been  operated  for  nine  consecutive  years  without  a  casual¬ 
ty  or  serious  mishap. 

All  persons  using  the  Braintree  Airport  are  required 
to  communicate  with  the  Airport  Commission  and  register 
their  planes  before  using  the  facilities  of  the  Town  Air¬ 
port.  You  are  invited  to  join  the  Braintree  Airport  Asso¬ 
ciation.

DREDGING 

Dredging  was  started  in  the  Weymouth  Fore  River 
during  November,  1955,  and  was  completed  in  September* 
1956.  The  Channel  was  dredged  varying  widths,  ranging 
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from  80  feet  to  120  feet  wide  and  6  feet  deep  at  mean  low 
water.  This  work  commenced  at  the  Metropolitan  Yacht 
Club  running  to  the  Braintree  Electric  Light  plant.  All 
moorings  and  lines  had  to  be  removed  during  the  dredg¬ 
ing  and  were  all  inspected  before  being  put  back  and  per¬ 
mits  issued.  About  20  more  moorings  were  available 
after  the  dredging  and  all  available  space  has  been  al¬ 
lotted  to  boat  owners. 

QUINCY  AVENUE  BRIDGE 

On  January  16,  1956,  your  Harbor  Master,  with  a 
committee  of  three,  attended  a  hearing  at  the  State  House 
on  Bill  No.  75,  in  reference  to  closing  the  Quincy  Avenue 
Bridge  to  navigation.  With  the  help  of  Representative 
Herbert  B.  Hollis  we  protested  this  bill  and  on  January 
26,  1956,  the  House  of  Representatives  killed  this  bill. 

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 

On  December  3,  1956,  your  Harbor  Master  requested 
the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  to  have  Representa¬ 
tive  Herbert  B.  Hollis  prepare  and  present  to  the  State 
Legislature  a  Bill  which  would  give  the  Harbor  Master 
authority  to  make  rules  and  regulations  governing  boat 
traffic,  mooring  and  safety  the  same  as  other  Towns  are 
doing.  Mr.  Hollis  has  agreed  to  take  care  of  this  matter.
